‘Newyoricans ’ make up most of FALN

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (UPI) — 
The FALN, which created havoc with 
bombs and bomb threats in New York 
City Wednesday, may say that it’s 
trying to liberate Puerto Rico from 
the Americans, but down on the island 
the organization is considered just a 
group of crazy New Yorkers. 


The Armed Forces of National Lib­ 
eration, or FALN by its Spanish in­ 
itials, has never claimed responsi­ 
bility for any major terrorist activi­ 
ties on the island itself and is not 


known to have any contacts or even 
admirers in Puerto Rico. 


Authorities are convinced that the 
miniscule terrorist cell consists of 
“Newyoricans,” meaning New York­ 
ers of Puerto Rican origin. New­ 
yoricans are often not looked upon 
kindly in Puerto Rico when they re­ 
turn to take up residence or even just 
to visit. 


GENERALLY, A culture gap has 
developed. Many Newyoricans don’t 
speak Spanish well any more but they 
may not yet have mastered English,

either. 
Sometimes, they’re misfits 
both here and there. 
There are quite a few of them — of 
the five million Puerto Ricans, only 
three million live on the island and 
the remaining two million on the 
mainland, most of them in New York. 
It is a bitter irony that most of the 
violence over the years in the name of 


Puerto Rican independence has been 
committed on the American mainland 
by people who may never have been 
to Puerto Rico or had little contact 
with the island. 


In recent years, New York has been 
the scene of much more Puerto Rican 
violence than the island itself. 


THE TWO MOST spectacular acts 
of Puerto Rican nationalists — the 
1950 assassination attempt on Presi­ 
dent Harry Truman and the 1954 at­ 
tack on Congress in Washington — 
were both committed in the continen­ 


tal United States by New York resi­ 
dents of Puerto Rican origin. 
Although the five persons respon­ 
sible for those attacks, including one 
woman, Lolita Lebron, are still being 
held in American jails, their release 
is being demanded these days and 
not only by their fellow terrorists. 
Even Gov. Carlos Romero Barcelo, 
who favors statehood for Putrto Rico, 
thinks 
they 
have 
been 
punished 
enough and should be pardoned. 
Puerto Rico, which was acquired by 
the United States from Spain after the 
Spanish-American war of 1898, has 


never in modern times been an inde­ 
pendent country. In the great status 
debate, which may be reaching a cli­ 
max in the next few years, the inde­ 
pendence proposition is, so far, run­ 
ning a poor third. 
The November 1976, gubernatorial 
elections were won by a candidate fa­ 
voring statehood for Puerto Rico. The 
candidate of the faction favoring the 
p r e s e n t commonwealth alignment 
with the United States ran a close sec­ 
ond. Tw o independence candidates, to­ 
gether, polled less than 13 per cent of 
the vote. 
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House crushes gas tax

Congress, pushing for a month-long 
recess beginning Saturday, hammered 
out two major pieces of legislation 
Thursday. 
The House crushed two attempts to 
raise the gasoline tax. The Senate, 
later in the evening, ratified a com­ 
promise bill amending the federal air 
pollution laws in time to avert a 
threatened shutdown of the auto in­ 
dustry. 
The House, acting first on a propos­ 
al to raise the gasoline tax by a nickel 
a gallon, crushed the proposal by a 
339-82 vote. Then, emphasizing the op­ 
position to any hike in the current 
4-cent levy on gasoline, defeated a 
proposed 4-cent boost by 370 to 52. 
IT WAS A major defeat for Presi­ 
dent Carter and other House leaders 


who pushed particularly hard for the 
5-cent increase. The outcome will dis­ 
courage those who might try to revive 
the issue when the bill reaches the 
Senate. 
Carter had originally proposed a 
standby tax of up to 50 cents per gal­ 
lon over the next decade — then 
switched his support to the 5-cent 
boost. 
The Senate’s action on the pollution 
bill now sends that document to the 
White House where Carter is expected 
to sign it quickly. 
Carter last week had urged Con­ 
gress to complete work on the mea­ 
sure before their planned recess be­ 
cause he feared the economic impact 
of a work stoppage in the industry. 
AUTOMAKERS IN Detroit have 
warned that unless Congress gave fi­ 
nal approval to the new standards be­ 
fore taking an August recess, plants 


producing 1978 cars will be closed. 
The bill wTould extend for two more 
years auto exhaust standards for 
hydrocarbons, carbon monoxide and 
nitrogen oxide which applied to 1977 
vehicles. The standards would be 
tightened in 1980 and 1981. 
The new 1973 and 1979 standards 
originally were scheduled for 1975. 
The bill also would give cities 10 
more years to meet federal air quali­ 
ty standards, but allows variances for 
up to 18 days a year for industries to 
exceed standards in certain areas. 
THE SENATE action, by voice vote, 
followed only seven minutes of floor 
discussion after Sen. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie, D-Maine, chairman of the House- 
Senate conference, announced that un­ 
derstandings h3d been reached to 
take care of fears of some opponents. 
Earlier in the evening the House 
also approved the conference action. 


Muskie did not explain any of the 
understandings reached. 
The House action came on a voice 
vote, after Rep. Gunn McKay, D-Utah, 
and Rep. Paul Rogers, D-Fla., en­ 
gaged in a discussion to establish a 
legislative record of the bill that 
might meet objection from Sen. Jake 
Gam, R-Utah. 
In a rare move, Garn was on the 
House floor during the McKay-Rogers 
discussions. 
Garn complained the compromise 
does not allow industries in the second 
of three air quality areas to be able to 
violate class two pollution standards 
on 18 days of a year. In their dis­ 
cussion, Rogers agreed the intent of 
House conferees was that a state 
could redesignate small locations in 
class two areas to the lower or class 
three classification in order to allow 
the plant to be built.

2 youths molested, 
ex-Green Beret held 


Wheeling police have arrested a for­ 
mer Green Beret for sexually molest­ 
ing two children and keeping a virtual 
arsenal of loaded guns and explosives 
in his house. 
Ronald Penman, 28, of 387 Sunset 
Ln., is being held on $20,000 bond 
pending a hearing at 9 a.m. today in 
the Arlington Heights branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court. 
Police said they seized more than 


3,000 rounds of ammunition, 15 cans of 
black powder, nine handguns, four 
rifles, two shotguns and an explosive 
fuse cord. 
ALL THE GUNS were loaded, in­ 
vestigators said. They also said they 
found a gas mask, bullet-proof vest 
and the undergarments of one of the 
children. 
When police took Penman into cus­ 
tody Tuesday, he was on probation af- 


Legal action threatened 
in Roosevelt controversy 


More than 200 angry residents from 
the Miner Junior High School area 
Thursday night unanimously agreed 
they will take legal action if Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 rents the school to 
Roosevelt University. 
During the meeting to form the Cen­ 
tral Citizens Coalition to solve prob­ 
lems in the area, homeowners passed 
a resolution that they “will not toler­ 
ate” any college or university in their 
neighborhood and will legally attempt 
to keep one out. 
Roosevelt University of Chicago has 
expressed interest in leasing either 
Miner or Thomas Junior High School 
as a branch campus beginning in the 
fall of 1978. 
THE DIST. 25 Board of Education 
has decided one of the junior highs in 
the district must be closed after the 
next school year, but members have 
not decided which building to shut 
down. 
“I believe the organization * has a 
mandate by our large turnout tonight 
to fight for us against Roosevelt Uni­ 


versity and against the degeneration 
of our area,” said Harry Rongner, of 
410 N. Haddow Ave. 
A copy of the resolution, signed by 
all the new members, will be pre­ 
sented to the school board at its Aug. 
25 meeting. It is expected the school 
to be closed will be chosen at the 
meeting. 
Residents said they fear a univer­ 
sity in the neighborhood will cause 
traffic hazards, parking problems and 
lower property values. 
“IF A UNIVERSITY comes in it 
will bring a lot of traffic and make 
the neighborhood undesirable for fam­ 
ilies,” said Edgar Buss, of 1507 E. 
Miner St. 
“Within five years our homes will 
be worth betw^een $90,000 and $150,000. 
I think it’s reasonable and con­ 
servative to say that a university 
nearby may make our homes worth 12 
per cent less. That means we’ll be 
subsidizing Roosevelt University with 
$12,500 a year. I think that’s too much

ter being convicted of burglary and 
unlawful use of a weapon in Schaum­ 
burg earlier this year. Penman is 
married and has a 3-year-old child, 
neighbors said. 
Police arrested Penman after a 
woman filed a complaint Monday 
charging he took indecent liberties 
with her two daughters, ages 10 and 
12, several times in his home. The last 
alleged incident occurred Sunday. It 
was unclear whether the girls had 
been raped, police said. 
Police said they saw several guns 
as they waited in Penman’s house for 
him to find the phone number of his 
attorney. 


THEY THEN obtained a search 
warrant to confiscate the weapons. 
Convicted felons are prohibited from 
owning guns. 
Although Penman has lived on Sun­ 
set Lane for almost a year, neighbors 
don’t know much about him. 
“He’s not very talkative,” said Her­ 
bert Rodriguez, who lives next door to 
Penman on the corner of Sunset Lane 
and Manchester Drive. “He seems 
like he doesn’t want to make friends.” 
“There were always a lot of guys at 
his house,” Rodriguez said. “I don’t 
think that he had a steady job.” 
“He talked to the children (in the 
neighborhood) a lot,” Rodriguez’ wife, 
Theresa said. “But besides that, he 
didn’t talk much.” 
Anther neighbor, who wished to re­ 
main anonymous, said, “We’d talk 
about the weather and things like that 
sometimes, but that’s all I know about 
the guy.” 
Penman sustained serious abdomi­ 
nal wounds during the Vietnam War, 
where he served as a first lieutenant 
as a Green Beret, police said. 
He reportedly was employed by a 
roofing firm.

midnight Saturday. 
Watts offered to bargain around the 
clock with the company to avoid the 
strike, but he suggested it would take 
“a miracle” to avoid a walkout.k 
Company officials, however, were 


predicting a settlement before the 
deadline. 
IN THE EVENT of a strike, Illinois 
Bell would have to bring in super­ 
visors and other management person­ 
nel to replace the company’s 26,000 
operators, clerks, repairmen and ser­ 
vice order writers — most clustered 
in the Chicago metropolitan area. 
“There are 10,000 substitutes who 
could help,” said Merny Miller, public 


relations representative for the phone 
company’s Arlington Heights district. 
“Those are management, supervisory, 
professional and other nonunion per­ 
sonnel. They’d step in and maintain at 
peak efficiency. But for how long, we 
don’t know.” 
The pinch would come in all the ser­ 
vice functions in the company. 
On an average business day, for ex­ 
ample, Illinois bell installs 10,000 


phones, makes 17,000 repairs, handles 
800,000 operator-assisted calls and an­ 
swers 1 million requests for directory 
information. 
UNION OFFICIALS say the super­ 
visors who would replace striking op­ 
erators and repairmen would be all 
thumbs in these specialized posts.

“IT WAS FOLLOWED by an ex­ 
plosion immediately after. Then there 
was a tremendous ball of fire — it 
must have been a couple of hundred 
feet in the air. 
“Then the pieces of concrete started 
coming down like rain,” he said. 
The dead were identified as Fran­ 
cisco Pena, age unknown, and James 
Jeffries, 47, both machinery operators 
at the plant. 
Fire Marshal Charles Pierce said 
Pena was found in a barge in the 
Calumet River and Jeffries was cov­ 
ered in the rubble. 
Injured were Fred Rebeles, 49, and 
Sim Evans, 63, both of Chicago. Re­ 
beles suffered second and third de­ 
gree burns over 30 per cent of his 
body. Evans suffered similar burns 
over 50 per cent of his body. 
Both were taken to the bum unit of 
Loyola Hospital by helicopter after 
ambulances took them to South Chi­ 
cago Hospital.

ROSELAWN, IND. (UPI) — A nude 
“beauty contest” featuring children 
between the ages of 6 and 16 will be 
held later this month in front of hun­ 
dreds of clothed adults because the 
youngsters “seem to enjoy it,” a nud­ 
ist resort owner said Thursday. 
The contest, called the “Mr. and 
Miss Nude Teeny Bopper” Pageant, 
will be held Aug. 27 at Naked City, a 
nudist resort owned by Dick Drost. 
Drost has also sponsored such con­ 
tests as “Miss Nude America” and 
“Miss Nude World.” 
Hundreds of spectators will pay up 
to $15 a person to view the event, 
Drost said. They do not have to shed 
their clothes to get into the resort and 
they are allowed to take pictures of 
the contestants. 
THE CONTEST has raised eye­ 
brows in some quarters because of a 
national controversy over child por­ 
nography, including charges the rack­ 
et is concentrated in the Chicago 
area. 
“We’ve been doing it for four years 
and no one objected until the recent 
witch hunt into pornography,” Drost 
said. “Children seem to enjoy it. It’s 
their idea. 
“It’s just a fun thing,” he said. 
“They don’t pose lewd or in an ob­ 
scene manner.” 
Drost said several winners are 
chosen, one being crowned “Miss 
Nude Butterfingers.” Parents who al­ 
low their children in the contest will 
be refunded the price of admission, 
which is $10 a couple, he said. 
I don’t think a picture of a nude 
child is pornographic in any manner. 
I think adult girls are beautiful too — 
that’s why I like them so much,” he 
said. 
‘It’s quite natural for children. 
When they come out to Naked City, 
they like to take their clothes off. The 
contests have always been fun and 
cute and the children enjoy them.” 
Ed Madison, sheriff of Newton 
County, said his department will not 
interfere with the contest, since it is 
being held inside a private nudist 
camp.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Calling the 
illeg al alien problem “sev ere,” Presi­ 
dent Carter Thu rsday proposed citi­ 
zenship for all who arriv ed in Amer­ 
ica before Jan. 1, 1970, and fiv e-y ear 
work permits for those who came in 
the last sev en y ears. 
Carter also proposed fines ag ainst 
employ ers who hire illeg al aliens and 
beefed u p secu rity patrols, especially 
along the Mex ican border. 
Carter, annou ncing the prog ram, 
personally in the White Hou se press 
room, said only abou t one-third of the 
illeg al aliens in the United States are 
detected and 875,000 were cau g ht last 
y ear alone. 
ATTY. GEN. Griffin Bell said esti­ 
mates of the total nu mber of persons 


illeg ally in the United States rang e 
from 6 million to 12 million. 
“They mu st liv e in fear they ’re g o­ 
ing to be apprehended,” Bell said. 
“We're say ing to them, come ou t and 
reg ister and y ou ’ll hav e a leg al statu s 
in this cou ntry .” , 
Carter said the problem “is not only 
sev er bu t is g etting worse.” 
Bu t in g ranting leg al statu s to 
aliens, he said, “We mu st be fair to 
the Latin Americans, Chinese Ameri­ 
cans and others who are here leg ally 
so that an employ er mig ht not dis­ 
criminate ag ainst them simply be­ 
cau se of their racial orig ins.” 
UNDER THE prog ram, aliens who 
hav e liv ed in America continu ou sly 
since 1970 cou ld apply for permanent

Cou ld there really be a tax pay ers’ 
rev olt in Cook Cou nty ? 
James R. Tobin, president of Na­ 
tional Tax pay ers United of Illinois, 
believ es so and Wednesday nig ht he 
g ot nearly 200 other people to ag ree 
with him. 
Tobin heads a new g rou p called the 
Tax pay ers Protest Committee that is 
adv ocating a “tax strike” to protest 
real estate tax increases of 40 to 250 
per cent this y ear. 
“Of the 200 people we had at a 
meeting 
in 
Ev anston 
Wednesday 
nig ht, ov er 90 per cent v oted to 
strike,” Tobin said. “We are willing 
to set u p meeting s in other townships 
— for any g rou p of 20 or more who 
wants to hear u s.” 
A TAXPAYERS’ protest demonstra­ 
tion is planned for 2 p.m., Au g . 13 at 
the Ev anston City Hall, 1501 Oak St. 
“We think we hav e been deceiv ed 
by the property tax situ ation in this 
cou nty . As far as I know, we are 
being told to absorb the sing le big g est 
tax increase any U.S. tax pay er has 
ev er been asked to bear,” Tobin said. 
The deadline for the second in­ 
stallment of the 1976 real estate tax 
bill is Au g . 15. A penalty of 1 per cent 
per moonth is assessed on late pay ­ 
ments. 
Tobin said the Tax pay ers Protest 
Committee is demanding that tax stri­ 
kers not be charg ed for late pay ments 
and that the deadline for pay ment be 
ex tended three months. 
Other demands of the g rou p inclu de 
a freeze on increased assessments in 
Cook Cou nty , an end to assessments 
based on property market v alu e, a 
u niform tax rate for all classes of 


property , mandatory referendu ms on 
all tax rate increases and citizen peti­ 
tions for tax rate decrease referen­ 
du ms. 
PROPERTY OWNERS who do not 
pay their tax es risk hav ing their prop­ 
erty sold atfer Dec. 31 for delinq u ent 
tax es. 
Kenneth Schroeder, Rolling Mead­ 
ows, who attended Wednesday nig ht’s 
tax protest meeting in Ev anston said 
he does not believ e the g rou p is big 
enou g h to affect tax collections in 
Cook Cou nty . 
“It’s a bit like Little Boy Blu e blow­ 
ing his horn in the middle of a mead­ 
ow, it mig ht sou nd nice bu t I don't 
think it’s g oing to amou nt to mu ch.” 
said Schroeder whose tax bill in­ 
creased 30 per cent this y ear. 
Schroeder said he already has paid 
the 1976 tax es on his hou se on Eag le 
Lane becau se he plans to mov e to an­ 
other Rolling Meadows hou se bu t in 
Elk Grov e Township. 
“I’LL GO THROUGH the reassess­ 
ment (in Elk Grov e Township) all 
ov er ag ain nex t y ear,” he said. 
“That’s part of the reason I attended 
the meeting . There ou g ht to be a way 
to g et the messag e to ou r state leg is- 
laors that these increases are too 
mu ch for some people-to take at one 
time.'’ 
The Tax pay ers Protest Committee 
is only a week old bu t Tobin hopes it 
will snowball. 
“I'm g etting tired of this ty pe of 
thing — 45 per cent of ou r income 
now g oes to the g ov ernment in the 
form of tax es and g ov ernment-cau sed 
inflation. That means throu g h Ju ne 
15, we’re all working for the g ov ern­ 
ment. It can't continu e,'’ he said.

Those who arriv ed after Jan 1, 1970, 
bu t before Jan. 1 this y ear wrou ld be 
g iv en a new statu s — temporary 
resident alien — which wou ld allow 
them to seek a fiv e-y ear work permit. 
The work permits wou ld not enable 
wrorkers to bring their families to the 
United States, Carter said, nor wou ld 
they hav e priv ileg es of citizenship, 
su ch as the rig ht to v ote, ru n for of­ 
fice or serv e on ju ries. 
He said the fiv e-y ear permits wou ld 
g iv e the g ov ernment time to g ather 
information on the nu mber of illeg al 
aliens who hav e arriv ed since 1970, 
their location, family size and fi­ 
nances. 
THE PLAN DREW immediate criti­ 
cism from Pep. Edward Roy bal, 
D-Calif., chairman of the Hispanic 
cong ressional cau cu s, who charg ed it 
wou ld create “a seg reg ated, card-car- 
y ing portion of ou r popu lation” among 
those g iv en temporary work permits. 
Roy bal proposed that all aliens who 
arriv ed before 1977 be g iv en fu ll leg al 
statu s. 
Bu t Carter said his prog ram wrou ld 
“help markedly redu ce the increasing 
flow of u ndocu mented aliens in this 
cou ntry and to reg u late the presence 
of the millions of u ndocu mented aliens 
already here.” 
THE 
PROGRAM 
also 
prov ides 
that: 
• Undocu mented aliens who arriv ed 
in America since Jan. 1, 1977, still 
cou ld be deported. 
• Civ il penalties, or fines of $1,000 
wou ld be imposed ag ainst companies 
for each illeg al alien hired, and cou rt 
actions cou ld be sou g ht ag ainst em­ 
ploy ers who eng ag e in a “pattern or 
practice” of hiring them. 
• The sou thern border patrol wou ld 
be “su bstantially ” increased, prob­ 
ably by at least 2,000 persons. 
• There wrou ld be increased en­ 
forcement of minimu m wag e law s and 
other labor standards. 
• There wou ld be increased cooper­ 
ation with foreig n g ov ernments whose 
citizens flee to America “in an effort 
to improv e their economies and their 
controls ov er alien smu g g ling ring s.” 
CAPITOL HILL sou rces said there 
is no possibilty the prog ram can be 
enacted this y ear. 
Carter said his prog ram is needed 
becau se in the last sev en y ears “mil­ 
lions cf u ndocu mented aliens hav e il­ 
leg ally immig rated to the United 
States. 
“They hav e breached ou r nation's 
immig ration laws, displaced many 
American citizens from jobs and 
placed an increased financial bu rden 
on many states and local g ov ern­ 
ments.” 


Fires ra va g e 
30.000 a cres 
a t Big Sur 


Hu g e, lig htning -spawned bru sh fires 
roared ou t of control in California's 
Big Su r wilderness area Thu rsday 
nig ht, blackening 30,000 acres in the 
worst of more than 400 blazes scorch­ 
ing the state. 
Two big fires merg ed in the Big Su r 
area, located 125 miles sou th of San 
Francisco in Monterey Cou nty , and 
some areas were reported “too hot” 
to pu t firefig hters on the line. 
“The fire is ou t of control and real 
hot,” said Kathy Ross, information of­ 
ficer for the U.S. Forest Serv ice. She 
said a fire that bu rned 18.000 acres on 
one side of the pictu resq u e resort and 
12.000 acres on the other side had 
merg ed. 
L I G H T N I N G STORMS started 
scores of fires, which had bu rned 
8 0.000 to 90,000 acres of bru sh and 
timberland in northern and central 
California by Thu rsday nig ht. Fire­ 
fig hting u nits were pu shed to their 
limits and the forestry serv ice said 
they were “ru nning ou t of people” to 
throw on the fire lines. 
Miss Ross said firefig hters wou ld 
try to enter the area bu t that there 
was su ch a shortag e of personnel, 
“We had to g et crews sent from Ari­ 
zona, New Mex ico, Oreg on and Mon­ 
tana,” joining those from Lou isiana 
and Minnesota, who also hu rried w’est 
to fig ht the California blazes. 
Other firefig hters came from Mich­ 
ig an, Illinois, Missou ri and Wisconsin. 
More than 100 other wildfires, most 
of them also lig htning cau sed, were 
reported bu rning in Oreg on, Washing ­ 
ton, Alaska and Colorado. 
In Monterey Cou nty , all national 
forest land was closed to the pu blic 
Thu rsday becau se of the ex treme fire 
dang er. 
A 6,000-acre fire on the slopes of Mt. 
Diablo State Park, another popu lar 
tou rist area 35 miles east of San Fran­ 
cisco, was contained Thu rsday after 
forcing 150 persons to flee their 
homes.

Man q u estioned in \.Y. bombing s 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Police Thu rs­ 
day q u estioned a 27-y ear-old man ar­ 
rested in an apartment containing 
weapons and literatu re from a Pu erto 
Rican terrorist g rou p that set off two 
bombs Wednesday and forced the 
flig ht of 100,000 office workers from 
Manhattan sky scrapers. 
Police said Dav id Perez was ar­ 
rested Wednesday nig ht and charg ed 
with u nlawfu l possession of a weapon. 
They said any possible link to the ter- 
r o r i s t g rou p FALN, wrhich has 
claimed responsibility for more than 40 
bombing s in New York and other 
cities in recent y ears, “is still u nder 
inv estig ation.” 
Perez was arrested on the basis of 
information su pplied by an u niden­ 
tified informant. 
POLICE SAID Perez was pre­ 
v iou sly known to the arson and ex ­ 
plosion sq u ad. They added that he had 
been arrested at least once bu t re­ 
fu sed to rev eal his record. 
They said they also were seeking 
Perez’ roommate, Vincent Alba, 26. 
Perez w’as released on $1,500 cash 
bail following his arraig nment on 
weapons charg es. 
Asked if he was a member of the 
FALN, he said u pon leav ing cou rt, 
“That's a silly q u estion. This is part 
of a frameu p ag ainst the Pu erto Ri­ 
can mov ement.” 
HE ADDED, “They g ot proof of 
nothing . I am for the independence of 
Pu erto Rico, I am inv olv ed with the 
mov ement to free Pu erto Rico.” 


“There's reason to believ e he may 
be connected with the FALN,’’ said 
Assistant 
Bronx District 
Attorney 
James Seretic. 
The bearded Perez was clad in 
jeans and a long -sleev e khaki shirt at 
the arraig nment. 
His lawy er said Perez had not been 
liv ing in the apartment where the raid 
occu rred. The attorney said Perez 


had worked for a photo offset com­ 
pany and an ex terminating firm and 
w'as activ e in chu rch and commu nity 
work. 
One man was killed and sev en oth­ 
ers inju red in Wednesday ’s blasts, 
which the FALN u sed to pu blicize 
their demands for Pu erto Rican inde­ 
pendence and freedom for jailed ter­ 
rorist colleag u es.

s i t i v e e q u i p m e n t and they ’re 
proficient at wrhat they do,” said 
Gwen Martin of the local CWA office.

THE STRIKE wou ld be the first na­ 
tionwide walkou t by telephone work­ 
ers becau se it wou ld be the first im­ 
passe in neg otiations since the phone 
company empioy es beg an national 
barg aining three y ears ag o, when 
they settled their cu rrent three-y ear 
contract. 
There was a one-week walkou t at 
Illinois Bell in 1971, and a fiv e-month 
strike in 1968 that hit Chicag o du ring 
the Democratic National Conv ention 
that y ear. 
In the Northwest su bu rbs, the 1968 
walkou t stru ck as Motorola mov ed 
into its new* Schau mbu rg plant and 
stu dents streamed into the new Her- 
sey Hig h School in Arling ton Heig hts. 
Hersey Principal Roland Goins re­ 
called Thu rsday that it took at least 
two months after the strike ended for 
the school to g et phone serv ice.

5-year license plates 
plan signed into law 


SPRINGFIELD — The days of numb fingers from trying to 
replace license plates every year in the cold and snow of winter 
became numbered Thursday when Gov. James R. Thompson 
signed legislation authorizing five-year license plates for cars and 
small trucks. Beginning in September 1978, motorists will be able 
to purchase 1979 plates that are good for five years. Thompson, a 
Republican, joined with Sec. of State Alan J. Dixon, a Democrat, 
in a bill-signing ceremony and demonstration of what the new 
licensing system will be like. Instead of replacing the license plate 
annually, Illinois motorists will* receive sturdier, aluminum plates 
good for five years. Motorists will be required to purchase a decal 
that must be affixed to the plate each year. 


“ To avoid the ‘freeze your fingers’ syndrome,” Dixon said, “ we 
will not issue plates in December, January of February.” He said 
motorists will be divided into nine groups and receive their plates 
on a staggered basis the other nine months “to avoid peak and 
valley employment in my office.” 
The program is expected to save the state about $21 million over 
a five-year period because of reduced costs in making and storing 
the license plates. While the license plates and the renewal decals 
will not cost more, the savings will allow more money to be spent 
on highway programs, officials said. Dixon said the new system 
will not deprive anyone who already has or wants to obtain a 
specially numbered plate. 


Dixon said the new plates will be four times thicker than plates 
used now. Dixon said to assure a smooth transition from the pre­ 
sent system to the new one, there will be no grace period next 
spring for displaying 1978 plates. The state extended the deadline 
until March this year because of the weather, but Jan. 15 will be 
the deadline next year, he said.

2,000 state workers get public aid 


More than 2,000 Illinois state employes are receiving public aid 
payments, it was revealed Thursday. State Comptroller Michael 
Bakalis said he had turned over the names of 2,148 state employes 
w*ho are receiving the payments to Public Aid Director Arthur 
Quern and Law Enforcement Director Tyrone Fahner. “Certainly 
it must be pointed out that many of these people are participating 
in the public aid program with good justification,” Bakalis said. 
“Some state employes have low enough salaries or are working 
part-time and indeed eligible for public aid. “However, it is likely 
that many of these 2,148 employes are participating in the public 
aid program illegally.”

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Panel to handle voting information 


The responsibility of “educating the 
electorate” has been assigned to the 
community services committee of the 
Arlington Heights Village Board, de­ 
spite strong objections from Village 
Pres. James T. Ryan. 
The recommendation of the board’s 
internal procedures committee headed 
by Village Trustee Madeline Schroe- 
der calls for the community services 
committee to “inform the electorate” 
of pertinent data about upcoming elec 
ions, including names of candidates, 


polling places, polling hours and prop­ 
er and improper ballot markings. 
The recommendations were the re­ 
sult of last April’s municipal election 
in which a recount overturned an 
apparent victory by Kathryn Graham 
in the race for village trustee, with 
Ralph Clarbour winning instead by 
one vote. The recount resulted in 
Clarbour gaining six votes and Mrs. 
Graham losing 44; many of them the 
result of mistakes by election judges 
and improper ballot markings. 


RYAN OPPOSED the recommenda­ 
tion to have the community services 
committee involved in pre-election 
publicity. 


“Up to now the elections have been 
conducted by the administration and I 
see no reason to deviate from that. 
Elected officials should not be in­ 
volved,” Ryan said. “I think this 
wouid represent a step backward and 
could make for very partisan elec­ 
tions,” he said. 


The recommendation, however, was 
approved by the seven trustees at 
Monday’s meeting. 
“There is no intent to have the com­ 
mittee run the election; only to have 
the committee see that nonparisan in- 
formaion gets out to the public,” Mrs. 
Schroeder said. 


The village’s newsletter probably 
would serve as a vehicle for dis­ 
seminating the election information, 
she said. 
New shop doesn’t faze merchants 


“I’m glad Robert Hall Village isn’t 
here anymore,” said the owner of a 
neighboring store in the Barrington 
Square Shopping Center.

Township stalls on center vote 


Schaumburg Township officials are 
in no hurry to decide if they will join 
with Elk Grove Township in a refer­ 
endum to help finance a $600,000 men­ 
tal health center. 
State law allows townships to levy a 
mental health tax of 15 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation — $15 on a 
house assessed at $10,000 — if voters 
approve the measure in a referen­ 
dum. Based on 1976 assessments, the 
levy would generate $1.09 million in 
the two townships. 
Without setting a date, Elk Grove 
Township officials last month decided 
to call a referendum for the tax, say­ 
ing they intend to proceed even if 
Schaumburg Township does not. 
ELK GROVE-Schaumburg Town­ 
ships Mental Health Center needs

$660,000 building it has planned. Other 
funds would come from the townships, 
the state and private contributors.

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Adv ertising is focus of law group

Picture a full page newspaper ad 
depicting a Tarzan-ty pe he-man stran- 
g l i n g a g o r i l l a. The caption 
reads: “ Whiplash? J ust giv e the word 
and we’ll make y ou rich for life,’’ 
The ex ample is an ex treme, but it is 
one Washington D.C. attorney Mark 
Rollinson used to make a point Thurs­ 
day to the American Bar Assn. task 
force on lawy er adv ertising. 
“ That’s an offensiv e ad but it tells a 
lot about the lawy er who would take it 
out,’’ Rollinson said. What will con- 
stitute acceptable lawy er adv ertising, 
howev er, lias become a paramount 
concern to the legal profession. 


THE SUBJ ECT has drawn the 
spotlight since the J une 27 ruling by 
the U.S. Supreme Court that attorney s 
cannot be barred from adv ertising, a 
canon that had been a 69-y ear tradi­ 
tion. 
On Thursday , as the ABA opened its 
week-long centennial meeting in Chi­ 
cago, the debate surrounding the ty pe 
of adv ertising that should be allowed, 
as well as the media to be used, drew 
testimony from legal ex perts, con­ 
sumer representativ es and newsmen 
in sometimes v ocal ex changes. 
The ABA already has outlined two 
proposals offering guidelines on law­ 
y er adv ertising, one with rigid stan­ 
dards that discourage adv ertising 
through the electronic media of radio 
and telev ision, the other is a less 
stringent proposal that would allow 
. telev ision and radio adv ertising. 
" 
Consumer representativ es strongly 
criticized the first proposal Thursday , 
say ing a prohibition on radio and tele­ 
v ision adv ertising would discriminate 
against low income Americans who 
cannot or do not rely on newspapers 
as a source of information. 


THE LOUDEST objections came 
from J ules Bernstein, legal counsel 
for the Laborers’ International Union 
of North America and v ice president 
of the National Legal Aid and Defend­ 
ers Assn. 
“ I think the bar ought to wake up to 
the way the American public is rather 
than the ideal that the bar has be­ 
liev ed to be,” he said. He cited fig­ 
ures from the Dept, of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare that say fully 20 per 
cent of the American public are func­ 
tionally illiterate, “ ev en unable to 
make correct change for $20.” 


RTA to check 
into way s to end 
crime on buses 


The Regional Transportation Au­ 
thority is going to take a close look at 
safety and security precautions fol­ 
lowing complaints of robberies, mug­ 
gings and assaults on Chicago Transit 
Authority buses. 
“ The issue isn’t just simply the 
CTA,” said board member D. Daniel 
Baldino of Ev anston. “ The RTA has 
the responsibility of ensuring the safe­ 
ty of passengers on all the carriers.” 
Baldino said the RTA board has 
nev er discussed the problem. “ I’d like 
to get the item on the agenda so we 
can see what v arious options are 
av ailable,” he said. 


OFFICIALS OF the North Suburban 
Mass Transit District say crime has 
not been a problem. “ We had a rob­ 
bery about a y ear ago on a bus, but 
that was within the Chicago city lim­ 
its,” said J oseph DLJohn, NORTRAN 
ex ecutiv e director. 
NORTRAN, which serv es the North 
and Northwest suburbs, is waiting for 
two-way emergency radios similar to 
the ones used in Chicago. The radios 
will keep bus driv ers in contact with 
NORTRAN headquarters. 
DiJ ohn said he does not know 
whether a regionwide approach to 
crime will work for transit companies 
because 
NORTRAN buses 
trav el 
through 23 communities and much 
unincorporated area. 


“ OUR PROCEDURES in a crime 
situation may v ary greatly depending 
on what community we are trav eling 
through,” DiJ ohn said. 
Although DiJ ohn said NORTRAN 
has had few crime problems, Baldino 
said he has receiv ed complaints from 
suburban driv ers about some unsafe 
areas. 
“ The CTA is so large ev ery one 
tends to focus on their problems,” 
Baldino said. He said he does not 
hav e a proposal on the matter but 
plans to make suggestions at a trans­ 
portation committee meeting Aug. 10.

We’re talking about newspapers as 
if railroads were the number one 
means of transportation in this coun­ 
try ,” he testified. He chided the ABA 
task force on both its proposals, call­ 
ing them “ too negativ e, too chilling, 
too grudging. 
“ We hav e to face up to the way 
things are or we’re going to continue 
to be a horse and buggy profession,” 
he said. He further criticized the task 
force for failing to include a woman 
or lawy er of a minority . 


HE CALLED the task force makeup 
characteristic of the bar’s “ unrespon­ 
siv eness.” 
Mary Gardner J ones, president of 
the National Consumers League and a 
former commissioner of the Federal 
Trade Commission, told the task force 
that the electronic media cannot be 
ex cluded despite “ dangers” it may 
pose. 
“ My ex perience on the FTC tells 
me it is a v ery treacherous road to 
go,” she said of broadcast adv ertis­ 
ing. “ But it may be the only way to 
reach lower income groups.” 
She urged the task force to delay 
adopting guidelines for at least 12 
months in order to study the issue fur­ 
ther. But other speakers said the ABA 
should act quickly to define standards 
that would ensure adv ertising con­ 
sistent with “ professionalism.” 
The tentativ e ABA proposals sur­ 
round assurances that adv ertising not 
be false, deceptiv e or misleading, and 
also that lawy ers av oid “ self-lauda­ 
tion.” 


BUT A NEWSMAN testify ing Thurs­ 
day said the question of lawy er ad­ 
v ertising is tied to another legal con­ 
cern, that of the free, press-fair trial. 
J ack C. Landau, who heads the Re­ 
porters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, said if lawy ers refuse to dis­ 
cuss legal cases for fear they may be 
v iolating prohibitions against “ self- 
laudation” , it would act as prior re­ 
straint on the press. 
“ Lawy ers and judges hav e an obli­ 
gation to see that the public is in­ 
formed about the legal profession,” he 
said. 
The legal profession already has the 
most effectiv e insulation against criti­ 
cism because it controls the sy stem 
that carries out the laws, he said. 
“ Lawy ers and judges hav e some­ 
how put themselv es abov e the 1st 
Amendment,” he said, warning that 


censoring attorney s comments could 
halt public discussion and criticism of 
the courts. 
Task force chairman S. Shepherd 


Tate said the ABA’s role in the adv er­ 
tising issue will be only adv isory and 
that final rules will be up to indiv idual 
states to decide.

Cook County has come up with 
a carefully drawn plan to limit 
and perhaps put out of business 
many adult book stores, movie 
theaters and nude dancing clubs 
that operate in suburban areas. 
The strategy is to amend the 
county’s zoning code so that 
“adult” businesses could not lo­ 
cate within 1,000 feet of residen­ 
tial property. 
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X-rated 
entertainment spots 
also would have to apply for a 
special use permit in order to 
operate, 
and that application 
would result in a public hear­ 
ing at which people could ex­ 
press their concern over the 
businesses. Those now in exis­ 
tence would have a year to com­ 
ply with the new rules. 
The county is on the right 
track in its attempt to protect 
suburban areas from a concen­ 
tration of dirty book stores, peep 
shows and exotic dance routines. 
Government has to walk a 
very fine line between policing 
adult businesses and trampling 
on their constitutional rights, 
particularly the first amend­ 
ment right to freedom of ex­ 
pression. 
For that reason, the county or­ 
dinance is modeled after a law 
r e c e n t l y passed in Chicago 
which in turn copied a Detroit 
o r d i n a n c e 
w h o s e 
con­ 
stitutionality was upheld in 1976 


Revenge needless in pollution case 


Pollution ought to be cleaned 
up and polluters should not ex­ 
pect their neighbors to live with 
the mess. 


That is the clear message of 
the federal court decision last 
week ordering Milwaukee, Wis., 
to stop dumping its sewage into 
Lake Michigan. The suit was 
filed by Illinois Atty. Gen. Wil­ 
liam Scott on the grounds that 
Illinois 
residents 
living 
near 
Lake Michigan have to suffer 
because 
of 
Milwaukee's 
bad 
habits. 


The precedent-setting decision 
is a good one for environmental 
protection. It means that pollu­ 
ters will face pressure from 
many different fronts, rather 


than just from persons living in 
the immediate area who might 
have a vested interest in main­ 
taining the status quo. 


But Aspin's rhetoric in an­ 
nouncing his intention was regr­ 
ettable. He made it clear his 
motive was to punish Illinois for 
U.S. Rep. Les Aspin of Wiscon- 
its suit against Milwaukee 
sin seems to have missed the 
point 
of 
the 
decision, 
even 
though he plans to apply it to 
take revenge on Illinois. Aspin 
announced 
shortly 
after 
the 
court decision that he would sue 
Illinois 
because 
air 
pollution 
from the Chicago area was con­ 
taminating the air in southern 
Wisconsin. 
Aspin is undoubtedly right. 
Chicago area pollution certainly 
harms Wisconsin residents, and 
if it is going to take a federal 
court suit to make us clean up 
our act, so be it. 


In short, he took the right 
stand for what seemed vindic­ 
tive reasons. If public officials 
are going to react that way to 
pollution control issues, we’ll all 
be losers — and not just in court.

Request for Cummins’ resignation 
signals end of an era in Dist. 59 


It appears the Leah Cummins Era 
finally is coming to an end in Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education has 
given Mrs. Cummins, whose official 
title is coordinator of community rela­ 
tions, until Nov. 1 to find a new job. 
The board is split on that, just as it is 
split on so many things these days. 


Mrs. Cummins’ friend and Dist. 59 
board member Judy Zanca says the 
action is “illogical” and “vindictive.” 
She made the board’s ultimatum pub­ 
lic, clearly in an effort to rally public 
support for Mrs. Cummins. 


MRS ZANCA SAYS the board ma­ 
jority is punishing Mr s. Cummins for 
leading the fight for creating a unit 
district in Dist. 59. 


For those who aren’t familiar with 
the internal politics of Dist. 59, a 
board dispute over dismissal of a pub­ 
lic relations person must seem mys­ 
terious. But to understand the issue, 
you have to know Leah Cummins. In 
Dist.

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Women not served 
at IWY conference 


Judging from the various view­ 
points which have been presented in 
recent weeks concerning the Inter­ 
national Women’s Year Conference, 
there seems to be some confusion as 
to what actually happened. Having 
been a participant at the conference, I 
would like to point out the ERA was 
not the only issue to be resolved and 
that there were no “equal rights” for 
women at the conference. 
Congress designated $5 million of 
our tax money for the state confer­ 
ences, where resolutions were to be 
passed and delegates chosen for a na­ 
tional convention to be held in Hous­ 
ton this November. The delegates are 
to vote on the resolutions and report 
to Congress and the President. 
According to Rep.Bella Abzug, “na­ 
tional chairwoman,” the purpose of 
the convention is that “every kind of 
woman, representing every viewpoint 
could make her concerns known.” 
However, while Mrs. Abzug and Sena­ 
tor Charles Percy, adamant ERA sup­ 
porters, were invited to speak, Phyllis 
Schlafly a prominent leader opposing 
E.R.A. and an Illinois resident, was 
not invited. 
A speaker from Planned Parent­ 
hood presented a resolution for sex 
education in the schools, but would 
not allow an amendment for parental 
consent. The only speaker on abortion 
was from the Abortion Rights Assn. 
There was no pro-life speaker. The 
only question there was time for on 
abortion was the role of the father if 
the wife can choose to have an abor­ 
tion. Two resolutions calling for a Hu­ 
man Life Amendment were allowed to 
be presented and were immediately 
defeated. There was no other dis­ 
cussion 
before the 
voting. 
Con­ 
sequently, very strong resolutions 
were passed. These resolutions would 
require Congress and the states to re­ 
ject Human Life Amendments and 
legislation that would limit or deny 
abortions; that hospitals should be 
made to perform abortions if they re­ 
ceived government funding, and that 
abortion be provided under Medicaid. 
If you feel that this conference was 
unfair and did not represent your 
point of view, write your legislators 
and President Carter and ask for an 
investigation and that the Houston 
Convention be canceled.

like Leah Cummins, although I’ve 
long been aware of her weaknesses 
and her strengths. I haven’t seen her 
for several years. The last time I saw 
her, we quarreled. I told her she could 
not assume that her views on forming 
a unit district in Dist. 59 were repre­ 
sentative of the “grass roots” of 
the community. She was hurt and 
angry at my remark. I’m sure she 
was even more hurt and angry when, 
last spring, voters rejected the unit 
district by a 2-1 margin. 
If the politics of the unit district 
was the only reason for Mrs. Cum­ 
mins’ fall, it would not deserve atten­ 
tion here. People who play political 
power games have to expect to lose as 
well as win. I suspect Mrs. Cummins 
knows that. 


HOWEVER, THERE are other is­ 
sues involved in the case. And they 
illuminate larger educational issues. 
Education and the public attitude to­ 
ward education in the Northwest sub­ 
urbs have changed since Leah Cum­ 
mins came to power in the mid-1960s. 
It may be her tragedy that she did not 
sense the change and adjust to it. 
To understand the situation, a per­ 


son must be aware of what Dist. 59 
was like in the early 1960s when Mrs. 
Cummins first became active in the 
district through the PTA. The district 
was a national leader in educational 
experimentation. It was riding high on 
rapid student growth and was trying 
all kinds of exciting new things — 
open classrooms, individualized edu­ 
cation, new and relaxed discipline 
codes. 
The basic premise of the “new 
educators? of the 1960s was that tradi­ 
tional schools had stifled children’s 
natural curiosity and love of learning 
and that children would and could 
learn better if freed from artificial re­ 
strictions.. 
And Leah Cummins bought that. 
She is one of the few persons I have 
ever met who genuinely acted on the 
theory that there is no such thing as a 
bad child. 


HER CONVICTIONS meant that she 
has saved some lives. When the teen­ 
agers of Elk Grove Village ended up 
in trouble with their parents, they of­ 
ten ended up on Leah Cummins sofa. 
The late Bob Haskell, principal of Elk 
Grove High school, used to get irri­ 
tated by what he saw as her inter­ 
ference, but he once called her when 
he had a student who was suicidal. 
But her convictions had other, less 
pleasant results. They meant that she 
had little or no regard for the finan­ 
cial realities facing Dist. 59. A budget 
cut was a personal affront, an attack 
on the school district she loved. 
THE PROBLEM developed later. 


The public — taxpayers and parents 
— became disillusioned with the “free 
spirit” form of education because it 
hadn’t quite worked out as promised. 
Kids who were in open classrooms full 
of love weren’t developing self-di- 
cipline and their skills suffered — at 
least as far as many parents could 
tell. 
Now the move is on “back to the 
basics” in education. And that is a 
direct repudiation of many of the 
things Leah Cummins holds as gospel. 


IN ADDITION, people are sick of 
taxes. The district is broke and, even 
though she never officially made a 
single decision to put the district into 
debt, Leah Cummins is a symbol of 
past spending policies. 
It will be a shame if the current 
backlash in education destroys all the 
educational reforms Leah Cummins 
believes in because the reformers had 
a point. Old-fashioned schools often 
were inhumane, vicious places. And if 
the reformers went to extremes — 
and they did — it was with good mo­ 
tives. 
But no one who has been as ex­ 
treme in supporting Dist. 59’s past as 
Leah Cummins can possibly function 
in Dist. 59 with the present hard-line 
board. She has never been any good at 
c o m p r o m i s i n g , and I certainly 
wouldn’t expect her to change now. 
So sometime on or before Nov. I, I 
expect her to leave the district she 
has loved for so long. And her depar­ 
ture will mark the end of a fascinat­ 
ing, turbulent era.

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Walker write-offs may 
violate state liquor laws

SPRINGFIELD — A move by for­ 
mer Gov. Dan Walker to write off a 
major portion of his 1976 campaign 
debt has placed more than 30 Illinois 
hotels and restaurants in violation of 
state liquor laws. 
The Illinois Liquor Control Commis­ 
sion is investigating the procedures 
used by Walker to erase nearly one- 
half of his $464,000 campaign debt. 
Walker eliminated $200,000 of the 
debt by listing 197 bills as “in-kind 
contributions” which are used to list 
goods and services as donations rath­ 
er than debts. 
However, at least seven estab­ 
lishments involved in the write-offs 
said Thursday they were unaware 
Walker’s debts to them had been set­ 
tled.

THE SCOTCH AND Sirloin Restau­ 
rant, 1215 E. Golf Rd., Schaumburg, 
was listed as a contributor to the 
Walker campaign, but Anthony Ca­ 
rlos, restaurant owner, denied he 
ever agreed to be listed as an “in- 
kind” contribution. 
“We never make contributions. If 
some effort was made to write-off the 
bill I- know nothing about it and I 
should have,” Carlos said Thursday. 
Victor deGrazia, Walker’s deputy 
governor and close associate, said 
Thursday the debts were not really 
contributions. 
“The dumb board of elections made 
us list them that way,” deGrazia said. 
State Election Board officials, how­ 
ever, would not comment on deGr- 
azia’s statement. 
DE GRAZIA ALSO failed to explain 
why the bills were not listed as ex­ 
penses of the campaign or contribu­ 
tions used to pay camptign debts. 
Mike Halloran, the manager of the 
Sheraton Hotel in Danville said he 
was unaware that a $134 debt the 
Walker campaign owed the hotel had 
been settled. 
While most of the “in-kind” contri­ 
butions were for under $100, several 
were much higher. The Walker cam­ 
paign lists the Hyatt Regency Chicago 
for $2,088, the Sage East Restaurant 
for $944 and the Bismarck Hotel for 
more than $800. Scotch and Sirloin 
was the only northwest suburban es­ 
tablishment listed.

Marty’s mind whirls 


fast as his eyeballs

When Marty Feldman falls flat 
on his face in his new movie, 
“The Last Remake of Beau 
Geste,” it’s funny. Particularly 
since it’s into a mud puddle. You 
laugh aloud and wait for him to 
roll his eyes and trip again so you 
can 
laugh 
again. 
Plain 
and 
simple. Comedy is the best tonic, 
and Marty Feldman looks and 
acts silly enough without uttering 
a work. 


In person he’s not so much fun­ 
ny as intense. It’s hard enough to 
keep up with his conversation — 
let alone get it all down on paper. 
He sympathizes. Once, a court re­ 
porter couldn’t even manage with 
high-speed shorthand. 
Feldman 
was clocked at 150 words per min­ 
ute. 


And sometimes the comedi­ 
an/actor has trouble keeping up 
with himself, because his vocal 
chords, are always chasing his 
thoughts. 


What Feldman said was more 
introspective than funny, but if a 
subtle snatch of humor burrowed 
its way into the verbiage now and 
again, his proper British accent 
and unexpected, soft manner of 
speaking ran it right into every­ 
thing else. 


AND PAUSING to laugh would 
put you too far behind to catch up. 
Occasionally out would slip a pun 
about his facial oddity — “If I 
could look straight at you, I’d be * 
out of work,” he answered a pho­ 
tographer’s request. 


Feldman was in Chicago earlier 
this week to plug “The Last Re­ 
make of Beau Geste,” his first 
complete film package as writer, 
actor and director. He’s never di­ 
rected before. Yet he didn’t care 
how much time was spent dis­ 
cussing the picture. 


The interview was more or less 
a race anyhow, an unplanned, un­ 
solicited testimony of ideas with 
no beginning or end but simply 
dictated by time. Feldman was 
heavily sedated with interviews. I 
was his fix for an hour. 


Yet “The Last Remake of Beau 
Geste” seemed as likely a place 
to start as anywhere. Universal 
Studios offered Feldman an op­ 
portunity to create his own spoof 
after having appeared in any 
number of other successful ones. 


“I’m known as a writer who can 
act and I wanted to direct, so I 
said yes,” said Feldman. 


IT WAS ONLY when he was 
screening 
the 
original 
“Beau 


“The Last Remake of Beau 
Geste” opens today in the Chica­ 
go area. A review of the film is 
on Page 3. 


Geste” that Feldman realized the 
picture he had in mind was not 
that one at all, but rather “The 
Four Feathers.” 


“But any melodrama will make 
a good comedy. It just depends on 
whose point of view it is,” contin­ 
ued Feldman, who literally “fell 
head first” into his work. 


For one of the more madcap 
prison escape scenes Feldman 
was continually on the move. 


“I’d say roll it, rush out from 
behind the camera, run up and 
crash through a window, roll 
down the drain pipe, dangle from 
a ladder and yell cut. And then I 
had to do it all over again three 
more times before I got it right.” 


But moving into the director’s 
chair posed no real problems for 
Feldman, who has written come­ 
dy shows and sketches all his life 
until he started appearing in his 
own shows and people realized 
they liked what they saw as much 
as what they had been listening 
to. Writing, he said, offers the 
necessary “objectivity” to be able 
to direct. “It’s something I can al­ 
ways fall back on when I lose my 
looks,” he added. 


“I’M LUCKY I’m an archaism 
in this age of nostalgia. I don’t 
know for sure, I only live in this 


asylum, but comedy does seem to 
go in cycles and broad comedy is 
appealing right now. 


“Action is never ambiguous. 
Only words are. Sound and move­ 
ment declare what something is 
and I love playing that trump 
card,” he said. 


Feldman intends to make more 
films — one every 18 months if 
that’s possible. 


“I have several ideas that keep 
nagging at me. That’s how it usu­ 
ally happens. One jumps out and 
says write me. Or you can be 
asked — like Universal did. But 
it’s usually the other way around. 
But I hate to talk about anything 
yet because if I talk it all out, I’ll 
become bored with it.” 


I moved so I could hear better 
and in the process forgot my next 
question. Feldman offered to help 
me out by providing an answer. 


“I HAVE THIS ginger fluff 14 
inches long and since it rained 
I’ve had to remove it. Does that 
answer your question?” 


It didn’t but it led into other 
things — everything and anything. 


Feldman is always writing gags 
and giving them away. 


“I don’t have enough hostility to 
be a standup comedian. I enjoy 
collaborating too much. After all, 
I am the result of a collaboration 
between my mother and my fa­ 
ther.” 


It never occurred to Feldman 
that he’d become a star some day 
— that his bug-eyed appearance 
would be a favorite trademark. 


It happened about 10 years ago 
while he was chief writer of a Da­ 
vid Frost show for BBC television 
in England. He was asked to con­ 
tribute to a new pilot. 


“I thought they only meant as a 
writer, but they wanted me to act 
too. I thought it might be fun,” 
said Feldman. 


“IT TURNED out to be ‘At Last 
the 1948 Show’ made in 1967 and 
for some reason it really took off 
and became popular,” he contin­ 
ued. The show later evolved into 
“Monty Python’s Flying Circus” 
and a spinoff was Feldman’s tele­ 
vision series “Marty.” 


Yet it was featured roles in Mel 
Brooks’ movies, “Young Frank­ 
enstein” and “Silent Movie,” and 
in Gene Wilder’s “The Adventures 
of 
Sherlock 
Holmes’ 
Smarter 
Brother,” all spoofs in their own 
right, that established Feldman in 
films. 


He moved to Hollywood three 
years ago “because if you are go­ 
ing to the mountains you don’t 
hang around the foothills. You go 
to the Himalayas. Hollywood is 
the Himalayas of show business.” 
And though he misses the sharing 
of artistic ideas that cities like 
Chicago and New York seem to 
breed, he finds he must live 
“close to the factory.” 


“I’m totally amazed that at 32 
years of age I took off as an actor 
and at 42 a director. I’m 43 now. 
What will I be at 50? 


“Not knowing what’s in the fu­ 
ture keeps me from committing 


suicide. You never know what’s 
around the next corner. It may be 
a dragon. It may be something 
marvelous. 


“THERE IS always another 
thought in a minute. That’s why 
writers write, so they know what 
they are thinking. People talk for 
the same reason. Excuse me from 
digressing from the digression. I 
just free associate a lot,” he said, 
which no doubt is how Santa 
Claus was inducted into the for­ 
eign legion for “Beau Geste.” 


Feldman is pleased with “The 
Last Remake of Beau Geste” 
within context — as a first shot at 
directing. “I see the mistakes as 
well as you do.” 


But then the picture was a col­ 
laboration too, between Feldman’s 
ideas and the criteria set down by 
the studio. 


“Sometimes I think It would be 
nice to have two huge screens and 
let audiences pick between my 
version and the studio’s version. 
But audiences seem to like it. So 
maybe they’re right.” 


“Beau Geste” was filmed in Eu­ 
rope though Feldman would have 
preferred the back lots of Univer­ 
sal. 


“It was cheaper to shoot in 
Spain and Ireland. People are 
cheaper in poor countries,” he 
said matter-of-factly. 


He doesn’t know how much the 
film cost to make. 


“I’LL HAVE to learn so next 
time it won’t cost as much.” Big­ 
ger is not better for Feldman. 
He’d prefer tackling something 
smaller with fewer instead of 
more people. 


“I can be sitting at Dodger Sta­ 
dium with 30,000 people and even 
with my peripheral vision, I can’t 
see them all. I only notice the five 
or six people sitting around me. 


“I want to get closer to people, 
improve on life, put happy end­ 
ings where there aren’t any. 
Dreaming is more real to me than 
reality. That’s why I prefer fic­ 
tion. It’s more interesting than the 
truth. Fantasy can never be com­ 
puterized because it’s inside your 
head.” 


Feldman talks about other co­ 
medians who have influenced his 
work, but he always comes back 
to Buster Keaton. 


“He is so far above me I could 
never hope to reach him. I can 
only learn to be good. He was a 
genius. At 43 I know what Keaton 
knew at 4 — or maybe didn’t 
know, but still had. That’s genius. 
And if you don’t have that genius, 
you try to hang on to the child in 
you. I'm just a middle-aged rookie 
of a director.” 


One Python 
on his own 
in new film

Some people may think that “Monty Python” is extinct, 
defunct, expired — in short, just as dead as the parrot in the 
comedy group’s outlandish routine about a pet shop and a highly 
dissatisfied customer. 
No so. 


True, the six members of the team no longer are doing their 
television series. It’s two years since they pooled talents for “a 
cheap medieval extravaganza” called “Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail.” 


Each of the six — Eric Idle, Michael Palin, John Cleese, Gra­ 
ham Chapman, Terry Gilliam and Terry Jones — was gone off in 
some direction of his own. 


But Gilliam, the lone American in the otherwise solidly British 
group, acknowledged that he and his distinguished colleagues are 
indeed at work on another movie. 


“We’re not able to talk about it,” said the shaggy haired 36-year- 
old. “We’ve taken a vow of secrecy. The subject is, uh, fairly 
sensational. Suddenly it will be revealed and it’ll be too late to do 
anything about it.” 


GILLIAM, WHO resembles a grown-up John Denver, was vis­ 
iting his old stamping ground, New York City, wearing faded 
jeans, a battered leather jacket and a T-shirt advertising his own 
new movie “Jabberwocky.” 


It is not a “Monty Python” movie although he acknowledges 
he is having some difficulty getting that fact across. 


For one thing it is set in England of the Middle Ages, just like 
“Holy Grail.” It stars fellow Pythoner Michael Palin as Dennis 
(the name of Palin’s character in “Holy Grail”). The production 
team is much the same as for the earlier film. 


And there is at least a brief appearance by Terry Jones, Gil­ 
liam’s co-director on “Holy Grail.” 


“Of course Terry Jones is eaten by the monster before the cred­ 
its so he’s hardly in the film,” Gilliam hastened to say. 


“When we first started the casting, everybody was going to be in 
it doing small cameos. It just seemed like a nice thing to do. 


“But then it became obvious that if we all were in it, it would be 
taken as a ‘Monty Python’ film and we didn’t want that. 


“THE WHOLE POINT is that this is a project of my own. I 
wanted to do some of the things I thought we hadn’t succeeded in 
doing in ‘Grail.’ It was a chance to see if I coulu write and direct 
something to satisfy myself — if no one else.” 


Those familiar with “Monty Python’s Flying Circus,” as the 
original TV series was called, know full well there is no Monty 
Python and, except in the metaphoric sense, no circus. 


The other odd fact is that so distinctively British a series should 
have an American as one of the six male regulars. Gilliam also 
contributed the program’s unique animated sequences. 


He is surprised himself. Born in Minneapolis, William moved 
with his parents to Los Angeles when he was 11 and eventually 
graduated from Occidental College. 


After graduation, Gilliam spent three years in New York. While 
editing a comic magazine he met Cleese, then performing with a 
touring British university show. 


LATER, WHEN Gilliam decided to try life in London, he again 
encountered the tall, dour looking Cleese. “Monty Python’s Flying 
Circus” was born in 1969 with the collaboration of Idle, Palin, 
Chapman and Jones. 


Gilliam became an animator by accident. “I had never done any 
and I got a job to do some. Everything had to be ready in two 
weeks. The only way I could get it done was to cut things out of 
paper and move them around.” 


Having spent most of the past 10 years in London, Gilliam said 
he has no notions about returning to his native land. 


Terry and his mate Maggie, whom he latched onto five years 
ago, live on the edge of north London’s Hampstead Heath and last 
November had their first child, a daughter named Amy Rainbow 
—■ “A very 1967 Flower Power type of name.” 


Maggie formerly did makeup for BBC Television (including 
“The Pallisers” series). 


“She did the makeup for ‘Jabberwocky,’ ” Terry said, ‘we see 
more of one another when we work together.” 


HE WON’T DIRECT the next Python film but will appear in it 
and provide animated sequences in his unique, if accidental, style. 


The picture reunites the old group for the first time in two 
years except for a stage show they did in New York last year. 


“We’re not going to do any more television,” he said. “But we’ll 
do a film every couple of years. It’s ideal because everybody’s 
doing their own separate projects. 


“It had gotten harder to work together because we did it for so 
long and so intensely. It became very difficult. It’s nice to break 
off and get away from one another.

More laughs need to come faster luncheon

It was only a matter of time before 
Marty Feldman would strike out on 
his own. Not only has he been writing 
comedy all his life, he’s “spoof” expe­ 
rienced with starring roles in Mel 
Brooks’ hits, “Young Frankenstein” 
and “Silent Movie,” and Gene Wil­ 
der’s “The Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes’ Smarter Brother.” 
So Feldman went out and created 
his own property, “The Final Remake 
of Beau Geste,” but we’ll never know 
for sure if its final or not. (Who’s to 
say someone won’t make another?) 
However, the picture is a parody on 
three previous versions cranked out 
by Hollywood. 
THIS IS Feldman’s directing debut.

He also helped write the story and, of 
course, stars in the film. And though 
“The Final Remake of Beau Geste” is 
hilarious in spots, over-all it is not as 
funny as we’ve come to expect of Fel­ 
dman, nor as outlandishly conplete as 
Brooks’ films. 
Yet while Feldman does not hit it 
right on the nose, he comes close, 
enough of the time, to appease au­ 
diences and make them look forward 
to even better Feldman fare in the 
future. Practice makes perfect. And 
“Beau Geste” does show promise. 
The best thing Feldman did was 
cast himself as Beau Geste’s twin 
brother, Digby.

That in itself is hilarious. Michael 
York is the handsome, tall Beau and 
Feldman is the bug-eyed, short and 
frail Digby, every bit as clumsy and 
backward as Beau is gracious and 
brave. 


AND NOT ONLY is “Beau Geste” 
wrung through the tickling machine, 
but many of the old4ime movie 
cliches are accentuated for laughs. 
Sometimes it works and sometimes it 
doesn’t, but Feldman’s escape from 
jail in the old Harold Lloyd silent 
movie tradition is a decided highlight 
of the film. 
Ann-Margret makes a very luscious 
new stepmother, Lady Flavia, who 
calls Beau “the son every mother has 
always wanted. Peter Ustinov is the 
sadistic one-legged sergeant whose 
horse has a matching peg leg; and 
James Earl Jones is the Arab sheik 
who’d rather serve tea and crumpets 
and wear glen plaid suits than carry 
on the tradition of war. 
The movie comes on strong at first.

able even than the Hope Diamond. 
Beau joins the Foreign Legion along 
with a blind cook and Santa Claus, 
and Digby takes the rap for the theft 
— 956 years, decided on after an auc­ 
tion-like frenzy by the judge and jury. 
With the aid of his coy stepmother 
who wants Digby to lead her to Beau 
and the sapphire, Feldman escapes 
“overcrowded” solitary confinement 
and is reunited with Beau in the 
desert. 
Unfortunately, this is when the 
jokes begin to melt. Even Peter Usti­ 
nov’s portable, removable scars are 
not nearly as funny as when they 
were first introduced. 


YET THERE ARE two oases. Once 
when Feldman enters a mirage and 
meets the late Gary Cooper from the 
“Beau Geste” 1939 version, and anoth­ 
er when Rudolph Valentino rides up 
on a horse and offers to lead the sheik 
to Hollywood and a new career if he 
can master the art of talking silent 
film language. 
“The Last Remake of Beau Geste” 
is rated PG. There are enough visual 
jokes to keep Marty Feldman fans 
happy but short of rolling in the 
aisles. Maybe next time.

Pete Seeger, the grand old man of 
folk music, and Arlo Guthrie, son of 
one of folk’s greatest stars, combined 
talents Tuesday night to produce per­ 
haps the most exciting popular con­ 
cert this season at the Ravinia Festi­ 
val. 


Seeger and Guthrie performed be­ 
fore a sellout crowd, giving the High­ 
land Park audience a show other 
guest artists would be hard put to 
match. 


It was, to put it simply, a fun eve­ 
ning. The talents of Seeger and Guth­ 
rie, ably supported by the five-piece 
backup group, “Shenandoah,” were 
enhanced by an excellent sound sys­ 
tem. 


WHILE 
A 
BRIEF 
midsummer 
storm drenched those seated outside 
the pavilion, the rain brought cool 
temperatures to the park, and thank­ 
fully let up early in the performance 
to allow grounds — and spirits — to 
dry, returning the exuberant mood 
Seeger and Guthrie brought to the fes­ 
tival. 


By the show’s end late Tuesday, 
most went away satisfied they had 
had their money’s worth. 


By far, Seeger gave the better per­ 
formance. His songs, accompanied on 
banjo or acoustical guitar, encour­ 
aging rounds of enthusiastic singing 
and clapping. 


Seeger also gave zest to the show 
when he performed instrumental solos 
— “Sicilian Tarantelle” on his sopr­ 
ano recorder and “Old George Ed­ 
wards,” an Irish folk time, on his alto 
recorder. 


GUTHRIE, SON OF the late folk 
artist Woody Guthrie, came across 
more subdued, his songs combined 
with the support of “Shenandoah” to 
lend a country-and-western flavor to 
the concert. 


In contrast to Seeger’s emotional 
drive, Guthne at times performed al­ 
most disdainfully, as though aloof 
from his audience. Guthrie failed to 
form the easy rapport Seeger struck 
with the crowd. 


Still, Guthrie gave an artistically 
sound performance, especially when 
h e 
and 
Seeger 
sang 
together 
“Amazing Grace” and “Will the 
Circle Be Unbroken.” 


One disappointment: 20 minutes of 
wasted music on Guthrie’s narrative- 
musical soliloquy about what he 
called "Hie Oldest Song in the World,” 
a parody on Moses and the Exodus, in 
which the Egyptians and the Jews 
were portrayed as marijuana-smoking 
original hippies. 


IN THIS PIECE, Guthrie falls far 
short of his earlier creation, “Alice’s 
Restaurant” or even his “Pickle 
Song.” 


The best-received song of the eve­ 
ning came as an encore, when Seeger 
and Guthrie roared out a rousing ren­ 
dition of “This Land Is Your Land” — 
the unexpurgated, original version by 
Woody Guthrie, an uplifting song of 
defiance written for the victimized 
poor during the depths of the Depres­ 
sion. 


This Land Is Your Land” capped off 
the evening, sending the audience 
home humming folk tunes all the way.

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Second City’s 55th right on target 


It is a sign of more relaxed times 
perhaps that Second City’s 55th re­ 
view, “Upstage Downstage,” is light­ 
er and more frivolous in subject mat­ 
ter than I remember from previous 
shows. 
Of course, there is a dig at the ener­ 
gy crisis and that in itself is pretty 
serious, and the opening skit, “Fred’s 
Friends Rally ’Round,” satirizes what 
happens to friendship when everyone 
begins accusing everybody else of 
spying. 
But there is a great deal of fun to 
Second City’s new series of sketches. 
I’ve never seen the company deliver a 
disappointing show, but sometimes 
the barbs land a little left of the in­ 
tended targets. Not so this time. 


The collection of material is ex­ 
tremely bright and witty. And though 
improvisation is a bylaw of Second 
City, “Upstage Downstage” is ex­ 
tremely polished, which adds to the 
show’s sparkle.

The word Aureaus, according to the 
combo’s fact sheet, means “golden” 
or “excellent” in Latin. I’ve yet to be 
impressed with flamboyant names 
chosen by lounge acts, Aureaus not­ 
withstanding. 
Still I won’t easily forget it, because 
the seven who make up Aureaus are 
extremely good. 
Currently appearing at Allgauer’s 
Fireside in Northbrook, Aureaus gives 
style to the usual — a return to the 
big band era and selections from the 
thirties and forties with plenty of 
brass for good measure. Their sound 


is complete and not so overpowering 
as to blast people out of the room, like 
so many groups are guilty of doing. 
Nobody gets top billing. And that 
makes for even more of a variety in 
sound. Connie Nassios, the only fe­ 
male in the group, who has her move­ 
ments down to a lanky, sultry Sally 
Kellerman, lets the audience pick her 
out both as a strong vocalist and 
backup on the keyboard. 
Also in the group are leader Mike 
Menza, Pat Connell, Mark Ellman, 
Gary Morgan, Mark Anzalone and 
Wes Young. 
I was ready to criticize Aureus for 
not putting more personality into their 
music. But that was before they 
launched into the second half of the 
show highlighted by a Madrigal-in­ 
spired spoof — one of the best rou­ 
tines I’ve seen a combo do. It’s great, 
and they follow it up with more fresh 
arrangements and material. But why 
not spread it out? Put some up front 
so your audience knows right from 
the beginning Aureus is not a run-of- 
the-mill show.

The restaurant is different from the 
others owmed and operated by Hen­ 
rici’s in the area. The large stately 
dining room is certainly reminiscent 
of the English restaurants and dining 
halls frequented by travelers to Great 
Britain. 
Atmosphere contributes in a big

way to the entire eating experience 
here. Metal plates and accessories ac­ 
cent the table settings. The wing or 
other English-styled chairs hug you 
during the meal, at the side of square 
or long wooden tables. 
THERE IS AN enclosed patio high­ 
lighted in wicker and hanging baskets 
of green plants at one end of the din­ 
ing room. It allows a steady stream of 
sunlight into the room, adding a nice 
touch especially on Sunday afternoons 
when the restaurant is packed with 
families. 
Adjacent to the L-shaped dining 


room is a bar that has been set up 
like a typical English pub. Interesting 
pictures and beer mugs line the walls 
while comfortable, old-looking chairs 
and wood tables fill out the floor. 
If you’re high on the English way of 
life (as my husband and I are), just 
sitting in that kind of surroundings 
can do you a world of good. 
The bonus is this: Henrici’s of­ 
fers some of the most generous, 
home-styled dishes you can hope to 
find in the Northwest sburuban area 
for a reasonable price. 
THE BEST FEATURE ON the 
menu is what is labeled Henrici’s 
complete dinners. For the full price of 
the dinner you have a choice of ap­ 
petizers, salads, potato or vegetable 
and dessert. 
The French onion soup en crock is a 
tasty tummy-warmer for starters that 
is good followed by either a garden 
tossed salad with a thick blue cheese 
dressing or a frosted fruit salad mold 
with princess dressing. 
Of the entrees offered under this 
complete dinner package, one of the 
best and most unusual is the veal cut­ 
let condon bleu, a veal cutlet and slice 
of hickory-smoked ham topped with 
melted Swiss cheese and an Italian 
sauce for $7.25. 


Another tasty entree is boneless 
breast of chicken under glass, served 
on rice pilaf with broiled pineapple 
and green asparagus for $6.75. 
THE SPECIAL dinner entrees run 
the gamut; from broiled steak on a 
skewer to roast sirloin of beef to calf's 
liver saute to fresh Canadian white- 
fish. Between the two of us, we have 
tried nearly every entree on the list 
during the past two years, and each 
has been an eating delight in its own 
right. 
Henrici’s has half its dinner menu 
devoted to all sorts of gourmet spe­ 
cialties, most of which come with a 
salad and vegetables. 
Some of the four-star entrees on the 
s p e c i a l t i e s list include lobster 
dainties, miniature lobster tails in 
white wine and melted butter, 8.75, 
English Dover sole amandine, $9.95, 
roast duck l’orange, $8.95. 
For somethind different try Toad in 
the Hole, Yorkshire pudding filled 
with sauteed beef tenderloin and Bur­ 
gundy wine sauce, garnished with 
vegetables, $8.25, or tudor beefsteak 
braised with artichokes and clams, 
$7.75. 
THE RESTAURANT offers a tempt­ 
ing list of flaming desserts, but 
there’s nothing like something from 
Henrici’s special dessert list at 1863 
prices — the best of which is fresh 
baked apple pie with honey rum sauce 
for 15 cents. 
With a great atmosphere and su­ 
perb food, along with friendly people 
to wait on you, the best I can recom­ 
mend is — e i joy!

Rawest of ‘punk’ rock 


played by the Ramones

Punk rock: for those outside a 
small area of lower Manhattan or 
back-street London, it may appear to 
have sprung, half-grown and leering, 
from a Bowery sewer. 
But raw and simplistic as it is, punk 
is also a clear-eyed and conscious re­ 
action to the fall of rock ’n’ roll from 
its rightful place as symbol of adoles­ 
cent rebellion. 
“When I saw the Rolling Stones for 
the first time,” says Tommy Ramone, 
“there was this excitement I felt. And 
said, if I’m gonna be in a group, it’s 
gotta be to try and capture that ex­ 
citement, y’know?” 
The Ramones — for those so out of 
touch they haven’t heard — are the 
pivotal band in New York’s punk rock 
scene, as the infamous Sex Pistols 
dominate London’s punks. Tommy is 
the Ramones’ drummer and main 
spokesman. 


“WE HAD TALKED about it for a 
while — this is, maybe, three years 
ago —■ me and Dee Dee’d keep talking 
about it. And, uh, we decided to start 
a group, y’know. We just didn’t hear 
anything we liked. And I guess we 
just went out and bought guitars and 
started doing it.” 
The Ramones’ music is quite likely 
the rawest and most basic rock to ap­ 
pear since Bo Diddley first strapped 
on his rectangular guitar more than 
20 years ago. The only major group 
that might dispute it would be the ear­ 
ly Stones themselves. 
Their two albums — “The Ra­ 
mones” and “The Ramones Leave 
Home” (Sire) — are certainly repre­ 
sentative of their music, containing an 
average of 14 two-minute songs apiece 
and including tunes like “Beat On The 
Brat,” “Gimme Gimme Shock Treat­ 
ment,” “Pinhead,” “Blitzkrieg Bop”

and their new single, “Sheena is A 
Punk Rocker.” 
But the Ramones really must be 
seen live if one is to appreciate what 
punk rock is all about! 
JOEY RAMONE, whose skintight 
t-shirts have given him the best- 
known navel in rock, shouts out the 
vocals like a zombie in rose-colored 
glasses. Johnny Ramone plays a 
slashing rhythm guitar with how­ 
itzerlike power and precision. Dee 
Dee Ramonc’s bass adds thudding im­ 
pact to Johnny’s cannon and screams 
“1-2-3-4” at the start of every series of 
songs. And Tommy holds it all togeth­ 
er by bashing anything in reach, as 
hard as possible. 
Their songs — love ballads devoted 
entirely to sex, dope, violence and 
death — rarely run over two minutes 
in length, played at breakneck speed 
and cranked up to decibel levels 
aimed at driving away all but those 
who. enjoy the physical sensation of 
sound waves stretching their ear­ 
drums and ruffling their hair. 
Their average set contains around 
25 such tunes, played in four or five 
non-stop medleys. As for the violent 
and often kinky nature of their lyrics, 
Tommy says a lot of people find songs 
like “Chaine Saw” and “You’re Ginna 
Kill That Girl” funny. Does he like­ 
wise consider them a joke? 
“OH” — A PAUSE, a glance, a 
little grin — “yeah, yeah, when I sit 
down and white a song, think of 
something 
funny, 
something 
that 
amuses us. We want it to be amusing 
and — uh, fun. I mean, like “Beat On 
The Brat.” Everybody wants to beat 
on little brat kids.”

Alcoholic beverages 


nixed for diabetic 


My son has been a diabetic for 15 years, beginning at age 27. 
There is no family history of diabetes and he has never been 
overweight. He takes a daily injection of insulin. 


In the early years of his diabetes, he occasionally suffered in­ 
sulin shock. In later years, this has happened only infrequently. 


At times, such as at parties or when with friends, he drinks 
freely of alcoholic beverages, but never to the point of being in­ 
toxicated. He says that the consumption of alcoholic beverages is 
not harmful to his diabetic condition. 


He exercises regularly by jogging, riding a bicycle, playing bas­ 
ketball and other vigorous activities. He is in good physical condi­ 
tion, but recently has mentioned that he occasionally feels numb­ 
ness in his extremities. 


My wife and I are concerned about his frequent use of alcoholic 
beverages. We think it may cause some complications or worsen 
his diabetic condition. We would like your opinion on this matter. 


In my opinion, alcohol and diabetes do not mix. Alcohol affects 
the way the liver controls blood sugar. A person who has had 
too much alcohol often has a low blood sugar as a consequence of 
this action. Obviously then a person taking a regulated amount of 
insulin may have some changes in insulin requirements when he 
uses alcohol. 


A diabetic taking insulin must regulate his life. That includes 
food habits, drinking habits and exercise habits. The amount of 
insulin required depends upon these habits as well as periods of 
psychic stress or any infectious illness. 


In addition, a diabetic may develop disease of the liver. Any 
major use of alcohol speeds up some of the complications of diabe­ 
tes. I do not know what your son means by having numbness in his 
extremities, but diabetes will affect the nerves to the legs and 
sometimes other parts of the body. The best protection against 
nerve damage of this type is a well-regulated control of the blood 
sugar level. This will not always prevent the complications, but 
most specialists agree that it helps. 


All things considered I would be inclined to discourage your son 
from using alcohol — particularly in anything more than a one 
drink occasional social affair. I think he may also profit from 
seeing his doctor about the “numbness in his extremities.”

I had a test for diabetes and they said I was on the border line. 
Does that mean I am in danger of becoming a diabetic . 


Should I go on a diet or take medication for it? At present I 
am doing neigher. I am 76 years old and very active for my age. 


The terminology regarding diabetes varies, but about the most 
you can conclude from that report is that the laboratory studies 
failed to show that you have diabetes. In that case you can pretty 
much disregard it. The only recommendation I would make to you 
would be to eliminate any excess body fat that you might have and 
stay on the lean side. You will stay in better health and stay active 
if you do that anyway.

remove indentations 


Dear Roberta: Ever since I rearranged the furniture, there are 
deep indentations in my acrylic carpeting from the chair legs. 
Steam was effective on the wool carpeting we had some years ago, 
but the steam this time seems only to have matted the acrylic. Is 
there any treatment that will remove these indentations—

Wool absorbs water, which made the job possible when you tried 
it before. Synthetic fibers operate differently however, and the 
only method thatnmight work will astonish you. 
It has to do with a “memory factor,” stemming from the pro­ 
cessing of synthetic fibers. Your one possible chance is to comb or 
brush the fibers so that they are free of each other — and hope 
that the fibers will fall back on “memory” and do what comes 
naturally. Permanent press works the same way. Intriguing. 


Dear Roberta: Let me promote the metal insert basket for 
steaming. For those who haven’t used them, they can fold up like 
a lotus or can be opened out wide to accommodate a whole 
dinner in a Dutch oven. Steamed potatoes are delicious, as are 
frozen vegetables. — Stella Morris 


You learn every day! I’ve been using mine mostly for freshening 
up frozen breads and such. Got to checking after your letter to 
learn how useful these baskets can be. One friend uses the basket 
for many cooking jobs like asparagus or cauliflower and never has 
had to worry a second about them getting waterlogged. Thank 
you!

Sleep, snooze 
part of life 
for everyone 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica’s 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Leasa Van Wyk, 8, of New 
Sharon, Iowa, for her question: 
HOW DO WE GO TO SLEEP? 
What happens when you slip between 
the sheets, close your eyes and relax? 
When all activity stops, your muscles 
let go. As you slip into sleep, your heart­ 
beat and breathing rate slow down. You 
lose awareness of your surroundings: 
All human beings and many kinds of 
animals must have a certain amount of 
daily sleep at regular intervals. The 
process is an involuntary one. At a cer­ 
tain time of the day, after you’ve 
worked and played hard for many 
hours, sleepiness seems to take over. It 
is possible to delay sleep for a while, but 
before too long you have to give into the 
compelling feeling and head for bed. 
While some adults can get by with 
only six hours of sleep a night, most feel 
best when they sleep between seven and 
eight hours. By the time a baby is about 
three months old, he is able to sleep the 
entire night through and then spends 
most of his day napping. As a child 
grows, he gives up daytime napping. A 
4-year-old usually averages between 10 
and 14 hours sleep a night, while the 
time shrinks to between nine and 12 
hours by the time a child is 10. 
Sleep is like a tonic. It actually re­ 
stores energy to your body. The brain 
and the nervous system, especially, are 
benefited by sleep. 
Dreaming is an important part of 
sleep, too. Dreams are important for 
maintaining some mental activities as 
learning, reasoning and emotional ad­ 
justment, scientists say. 
Not all of the answers regarding sleep 
can be answered by the scientists. They 
aren’t sure why man can’t simply rest, 
as insects do, and give up sleep. They 
know that the need for sleep must be 
filled. And they don’t know, exactly, 
how sleep restores vigor to the body. 
A person can force himself to stay 
awake for a limited number of days. 
After about two days, however, he will 
find that lengthy concentration becomes 
difficult. He also will have to force him­ 
self to do tasks well that he could do 
almost automatically when he was 
rested and alert. After three days with­ 
out sleep it is difficult to think, see and 
hear clearly. A person in this condition 
also will lose track of his thoughts in the 
middle e£ speaking a sentence. 
Andy sends, the book 200 Illustrated 
Science Experiments to Scott Downing, 
8, of Westville, Okla., for his question : 
WHY DO STRAW BERRIES G IVE 
M E A RASH? 
If strawberries give you a rash, 
you’re a member of a large percentage 
of the population who suffer from aller­ 
gies. Certain substances -—strawberries 
with lots of folks — cause a disrupting 
body reaction. 
v While some people suffer allergic re­ 
actions to various types of fruit, the 
chief causes of allergic reactions usual­ 
ly come from such food items as choco­ 
late, cow’s milk, eggs, wheat and shell­ 
fish. 
Usually the bad reaction from some 
food such as strawberries is a short­ 
term thing. The rash on the skin often 
will go away after a few hours. While 
some people have to give up the food 
items that cause trouble, some just put 
up with the rash and temporary discom­ 
fort to enjoy the bounty of the summer 
season.

Today on TV 


Diane Mermigas 
Lear’s latest comedy disappointing 


Norman Lear’s newest offering is “ A Year at the 
Top” which premieres its five-week run today in a 
special one-hour episode at 7 p.m. on Chennel 2. 
The comedy has been rescheduled several times 
during the past year for major changes. But, a look 
at tonight’s opening episode makes one wonder what 
atrocity Lear began with to have come up with so 
little. The show should have undergone another re­ 
vamping. 
In January, when the show was originally sched­ 
uled to air on CBS, its star, Mickey Rooney, was a 
member of a middle-aged quartet callel The Four 
Tunes who traded their souls to the devil in ex­ 
change for their youth and a chance to reach the top 
of the music world for one year. At the end of a 
year, their servitude to Satan would begin. 
LEA R AND HIS CREW have rewritten the show 
since then in an effort to highlight a more youthful 
look. Tonight’s premiere presents Rooney as an ag­ 
ing, one-time show business uncle who is helping his 
music-writing nephews and their female friend break 
into the entertainment world. His ongoing battle is to 
keep them from selling their souls to the Devil in 
exchange for an easy ride to the big time. 
The instigator of all this fuss is Frederick J. Hano­ 
ver, a flamboyant, wheeling and dealing record pro­ 
ducer who makes pop music stars overnight. He is, 
in fact, the son of the devil, and has the power to 
give his victims a golden voice, magic hands at the 
keyboard, clamoring fans and a crack at success for 
the price of their souls. 
It is all reminiscent of “ The Devil and Daniel Web­ 
ster” and its musical takeoff, “ Damn Yankees,” 
dealing with exchanging the soul for success. 
Subplots on how success spoils the best things in 
life in “ A Year at the Top” are helplessly over­ 
shadowed by tired lines of comedy and overdone act­ 
ing. 
The fact that King Lear has a band of energetic 
young people singing the periodic musical numbers 
in his new show may only be advantageous in cap­ 
turing more of the teeny-bopper audience. As it 
stands, it is difficult to determine just who “ A Year 
at the Top” w ill appeal to. 


THE SHOW7 OPENS with an overanxious, unknown 
songwriter grappling with Hanover on the floor of 
his plush office in a finale plea for an audition. The 
young man is carried out of the office by two body 
guards. 
Hanover, played by Gabriel Dell, unscrupulously 
pressures one of his overnight success stories, B illy 
Worthy, into signing a one-year contract and the sell­ 
ing of his soul. Hanover then sets his sights on Greg, 
played by Greg Evigan, and Paul, played by Paul 
Shaffer, Rooney’s two star-struck nephews. 
The show is just the way you’d expect Lear to 
deliver it given the circumstances. Hanover’s office 
is done up in bright, flaming reds and he has a red 
hotline telephone on his desk to his father, the big 
“ D,” whom he addresses firm ly as “ Daddy.” 
Hanover rates as the pun master in this show. 
Sometimes he delivers them like a barrage of gun 
fire. Anyone challenging his demands will have to 
“ pay to the devil.” Hanover says that he thinks he’s 
“ hot stuff,” and Rooney’s delightful and sly mother, 
Grandma Durban, played by Nedra Volz, calls him 
“ a little devil.” 
Beyond that bit of nonsense dialogue, Hanover 
makes a habit of zapping people into dream-like 
dazes, ocasionally goes up in a puff of smoke and 
boasts about taking credit for disasters like the sink­ 
ing of the Titanic and the firey explosion of the Hin- 
denberg. 


IT ’S TOUGH to figure out why no one other than 
little old Mickey Rooney is wise to Hanover or guttsy 
enough to defy him. But, then again, this is one of 
Lear’s masterpiece comedies where relationships 
and lines don’t have to make any sense. 
The series has several good original songs and a 
spunky, Liza Minnelli-type female star, Linda, 
played by Priscilla Lopez, Greg’s girlfriend and fel­ 
low entertainer. Its saving grace may be that the 
series will end early in September and both the net­ 
work and Lear will then have a chance to improve 
on the show again bedore it is perhaps used as a 
mid-season replacement in January. 
An interesting sideline to the show is that it is 
being produced by former child star Darryl Hickman 
who is reporting directly to CBS executive Dwayne 
Hickman, his younger brother. 


Dwayne Hickman, a one-time actor who is prob­ 
ably best remembered in the starring role of “ Dobie 
Gillis,” is now a programming executive for the net­ 
work and oversees the production of “ A Year at the 
Top.” 


So. that’s what has happened to Dobie Gillis. Now 
people are starting to wonder what has become of 
Norman Lear. 


It’s a shame that after a long absence from tele­ 
vision, Mickey Rooney has chosen a limp, dis­ 
appointing vehicle for treating America to the wealth 
of comic talent he has polished over the years.

Invention firm 
guilty of deception 


A firm that claimed to be the nation’s largest developer and 
promoter of inventions brought to it by consumers is guilty of 
deceiving thousands of its customers, a Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion judge ruled Thursday. The judge said while the company 
claimed to have “assisted” 30,000 inventors, it sold only two ideas 
in 1975 and none at all in 1974. Subject of the ruling was the 
Raymond Lee Organization, New York City, and two of its offi­ 
cers, one no longer with the firm. The company is affiliated with 
firms operating across the country and its services were widely 
advertised. For fees ranging up to $2,000 the company promised 
patenting, development and marketing services for persons with 
new inventions. But Ernest Barnes, an FTC administrative law 
judge, ruled that the firm used “exaggeration, innuendo, am­ 
biguity, half-truths and omission of material facts (which had) a 
substantial tendency and capacity to create a misleading impres­ 
sion in the minds of the ordinary purchaser concerning RLO’s 
business and professional qualifications and the nature and value 
of its services.” 
The FTC said RLO is affiliated with Innovation 
Resources Corp., Los Angeles; International Technology Transfer 
Ltd., Toronto, Ontario; Naptaco Inc., New York; Raymond Lee 
Organization of Colorado, Inc., Denver; and Raymond Lee of Texas 
Inc., Houston; Republic Industries Inc., New York; and National 
Patent and Trademark Co., Washington, D.C. Named in Barnes’ 
order were the president of RLO, Raymond Lee, and a former 
officer, Lawrence Peska, now president and owner of Lawrence 
Peska Assoc., New York, also an idea promotion firm. Barnes’ 
decision, flowing from a complaint issued by the FTC in 1975, may 
be appealed by the company to the full five-member commission, 
which will issue a final decision in the case. 


DeSoto quarterly earnings up 


DeSoto Inc., Des Plaines, reports record second quarter earn­ 
ings and a 16.9 per cent increase in net sales for the three-month 
period ended June 30. Net sales for the period were $91,833,000 
compared with $78,533,000 for the 1976 second quarter. Net earn­ 
ings rose 58.6 per cent to $3,699,000 or 68 cents per share from 
$2,332,000 or 43 cents per share a year ago. Net sales for the first 
six months ended June 30 increased 15.7 per cent to $169,396,000 
from $146,444,000 for the comparable 1976 period. Net earnings 
were a record of $7,020,000 or a $1.29 per chare versus $3,373,000 or 
62 cents per share. 


Sears gains most in retail sales 


Retail sales of major chains spurted much more in July from 
1976 rates than in the earlier months of the year. The most impres­ 
sive gain was Sears, Roebuck’s 21.7 per cent bulge to $1.44 billion 
from $1.18 billion in July 1976. It was the biggest year-to-year 
percentage gain for the nation’s largest retailer in 20 years. For 
the year so far, Sears sales are up 15.2 per cent to $8.45 billion 
from $7.33 billion. K Mart, the former S.S. Kresge Co., which has 
had the most impressive percentage gains of any chain in the past 
two years because of rapid expansion, racked up another 20.2 rise 
in July to $693.95 million from $577.4 million. Sales so far this year 
were up 18.9 per cent at $4.36 billion from $3.67 .billion. J. C 
Penney Co. had a 10.1 per cent gain for July to $619 million from 
$562 million last year and a 7.9 per cent rise for six months to $3.85 
billion from $3.57 billion. Montgomery Ward July sales were up 
17.7 per cent to $318.3 million from $270.5 million and 26 weeks 
sales were up 13.5 per cent to $2.06 billion from $1.82 billion. 


Zenith to sell videocassette units 


Zenith Radio Corp., Chicago, said Thursday it is entering the 
home video recording market and expects to have videocassette 
recording units available this fall, possibly as early as next month. 
One will be a luxury recorder-TV receiver console combination 
with a suggested retail price of $2,600. The other will be a video­ 
cassette recorder with built-in digital clock timing switch to be 
plugged into a free standing TV receiver and a power source. The 
suggested retail price is $1,300. 


Dollar gains slightly in Europe 


The dollar closed higher on most European exchanges Thursday, 
after a small markdown early in the day. The dollar ended the 
day in Frankfurt at 2.2990 marks, up from Wednesday’s 2.2875. In 
Zurich it rose to 2.4085 Swiss francs from 2.3974 and in Amsterdam 
to 2.4380 guilders from 2.4275. In Paris the dollar rose to 4.86 
francs from 4.8465 in Milan to 881.35 lire from 881.20. In Brussels, 
however, the dollar dropped from 35.57 francs to 35.385. And in 
London the pound registered a modest gain to $1.7398 from $1.7388, 
with some moderate Bank of England intervention.

Steelworkers strike has minimum 
impact in area industrial firms

As the strike by 20,000 Midwest iron 
ore workers continues, Northwest sub­ 
urban and Chicago steel industry rep­ 
resentatives predict no immediate im­ 
pact on their company operations. 
But, the Great Lakes shipping in­ 
dustry is beginning to feel the effect 
of the strike which began Monday. 
There are no prospects for an early 
settlement, 
union 
president 
Lloyd 
McBride said. 
“Our projection is that there’s at 
least 12 weeks supply of ore on the 
ground,” said Robert Rich, district 
manager for the Barry Steel Corp. 
sales office, 101 S. Pine St., Mount 
Prospect. 
The iron ore workers’ strike would 
have to continue for at least that long 
to have any effect on sales, Rich said. 
Rich represents a Detroit steel mill 
for Midwest sales. 


THE STRIKE “will not affect us un­ 
less it goes on for some time,” said a 
spokesman at the Gemini Metals 
Corp., 300 Bond St., Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage. The Elk Grove plant workers 
fabricate steel rod and wire. The Ge­ 
mini spokesman said his firm’s sup­ 
pliers have about three months’ sup­ 
ply of material. 
“Our steel production hasn’t been < 
affected,” said Don Shiras of Inland 
Steel Co., Chicago. Shiras said the 
strike has not curtailed shipments of 
steel to customers, including its sub­ 


sidiary Jos. T. Ryerson & Son, which 
has a facility at 2180 Pratt, Elk Grove 
Village. 
Evelyn Kupek, director of commu­ 
nications for the Ryerson’s Chicago 
offices, Thursday said the firm’s ser­ 
vice centers in Pittsburgh and Cleve­ 
land have been struck by steelworkers 
union members. The parent Inland 
Steel Co. operations at East Chicago, 
Ind., however, continue on schedule. 
A shortage of iron ore eventually 
could cause layoffs in the Chicago 
area steel industry, although it’s diffi­ 
cult to tell the impact of the steel­ 
workers union strike, said John Coul­ 
ter, director of research and statistics 
for the Chicago Assn. of Commerce 
and Industry. Approximately 150,000 
workers are employed in steel produc­ 
tion and related industry in the Chi­ 
cago area, Coulter said. 
NEARLY HALF the Great Lakes 
ships operated by the U.S. Steel Corp. 
began tying up at the Duluth-Superior 
harbor by mid-week because of the 
expected shortage of taconite pellets. 
The pellets, which are low grade ore, 
are moved to blast furnaces at mid­ 
west steel mills. 
At least 22 Great Lakes ore carriers 
are expected to move to standby 
berths for an indefinite period, due to 
the expected taconite shortage. Cleve­ 
land Cliffs Iron Co. reported that it 
expects to tie up at least 10 of its 14 
ore carriers, most of them in ports on 
Lake Erie. 
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STEELWORKER STRIKES continued in a seven state area Thursday, as 
Jack Provencher and his daughters picket a Chisholm, Minn., mine. 


“At the moment, there doesn’t seem 
to be any great pressure on the in­ 
dustry to settle,” said United Steel- 
w o r k e r s Union president Lloyd 
McBride. “They seem to have an 
abundance of iron ore sitting around,” 
McBride said.

But they’re fun, easy to drive and 
go 120 to 200 miles on every gallon of 
gas-oil mixture. At $300 to $500 they 
have to be rated as cheap local trans­ 
portation (as long as you don’t have 
to lug a load of children). Baskets can 
be added to the back, for carrying two 
bags of groceries. 
STATE LAWS on mopeds vary 
widely. New York, for example, limits

the possible speed to 17 MFH on small 
mopeds, while California permits 30 
MPH and a few states have no speed 
limit at all. Many states, but not all, 
have minimum ages for moped licens­ 
es, generally somewhere in the mid­ 
teens. Most no longer require safety 
helmets (although you’d be sm art to 
wear one). 
Mopeds are generally bought from 
department or discount stores, bicycle 
shops or motorcycle or auto dealers. 
However, in areas where the trend is 
already a craze (principally New 
York and California) some shops 
handle mopeds only. 
One hazard in buying is that you 
cannot be sure of getting good re­ 
pairs. Stores that sell the machines 
may not have parts, and there may be 
no convenient place for you to get 
them. If there’s no adequate service 
yet in your area, it might be better to 
wait. 
Another hazard is buying a moped 
from a manufacturer who has just 
gone into the business. Demand is so 
strong that the newer companies are 
having some trouble getting parts. 


Among the companies that have been 
around awhile are Motobecane (the 
largest 
manufacturer 
of 
mopeds), 
P e u g e o t , Batavus, Vespa, Steyr 
Daimler Puch, and Columbia. 
WHEN SHOPPING for a moped, al­ 
ways ask for a test ride. Some bikes 
will feel better to you than others, and 
it’s important to have a comfortable 
machine. The dealer should be willing 
to arrange for delivery to your home 
and provide some basic driving in­ 
structions. 
Before taking off on a moped, ask 
an insurance agent if you have cov­ 
erage in case you injure anyone. 
Some states require special moped 
policies. 
A moped is probably safer in traffic 
than a bicycle, because drivers are 
more aware of it as a vehicle. Also, 
the wider tires give better control on 
curves 
than the thin-tired racing 
bikes. But careless mopedallers are in 
greater danger, because the machines 
go faster than bicycles. 
The most hazardous maneuver for 
any small vehicle is turning left. It’s 
sm art to give everyone else the right 
of way, before making that move. 
Two other safety tips: Wear bright 
clothing so other drivers can see you, 
and goggles so stones and dust won’t 
fly into your eyes. 
A good book that gives information 
on mopeds and how to drive them has 
just been published by Pocket Books. 
It’s called The Moped Book, $2.95 at 
your bookstore.

Stocks score first gain 
in 3 days; Dow up 2.17 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks re­ 
bounded from early selling to score 
their first gain in three days Thurs­ 
day with the aid of bargain hunting 
and reports of strong retail sales. 
Trading was slew. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 
off three points at the outset, railied 
to gain 2.17 points to 888.17 The close­ 
ly watched average fell 1.39 points 
Wednesday to an 18-month low. 


Since the Dow had fallen about 36 
points in the past two weeks, in­ 
vestors found many bargains among 
the blue chips. Basic industry stocks 
represented by the Dow have been 
hard hit lately as traders anticipated 
an economic slowdown. 
Some investors bought late in the 


day on speculation the Federal Re­ 
serve Board’s weekly report, released 
at the New York Stock Exchange’s 
close, would be favorable. It was. The 
nation’s basic money supply fell $1.5 
billion in the latest reporting week. 
The Fed tightened credit recently in 
response to a $5 billion surge in last 
week’s money supply. Thursday’s re­ 
port did not dispel speculation of a 
prime rate hike or that the Fed would 
boost its member-bank discount rate 
for loans. 
Meanwhile, Cit ibank economists, not­ 
ing the gross national product grew at 
almost a 7 pere cent rate in the first 
half of this year, encouraged some in­ 
vestors by predicting the GNP will 
grow at a 4.5 to 5 per cent rate in the 
second half.

In Cincinnati, they have an aus­ 
picious figure that can only be de­ 
scribed by such words, “ walks softly 
but carries a big stick.” The Cubs 
would agree that no other than 
George Foster could fit the build. 
After returning home to the friendly 
confines of Wrigley Field today, the 
Cubs will welcome the absence of 
Foster, whose cannon-type home run 
in the eighth tied the score at 3-all. 
But it was Dan Driessen’s homer in 
the 10th that gave Cincinnati a 5-3 vic­ 
tory Wednesday night. 
Foster’s 36th homer of the season 
was only the fifth one ever to land in 
the top-tiered seats since Cincinnati 
moved to its new Riverfront Stadium 
on June 30,1970. 


IN THE three game series with the 
Cubs, Foster collected four home 
runs. 
“ Id like to have seen Foster hit that 
same ball when the wind was blowing 
out at Chicago’s Wrigley Field,” ex­ 
claimed Reds’ manager Sparky An­ 
derson. “ It’d gone out of sight.” 


But for the Chicago Cubs, their sigh 
of relief in Foster’s absence can only 
last but a single breath. 


San Diego’s Dave Kingman, a Pros­ 
pect High graduate, also noted for his 
familiar landmarks on the catwalks in 
left field, returns to Wrigley Field for 
a four-game weekend series with his 
once Cub manager and now Padres’ 
manager Alvin Dark. 


But for the Cubs, the most pressing 
issue is not the opponent’s hitting 
prowess but their own weakly aligned 
pitching staff. 
Recently, the Cubs have also been 
pondering a deal for the Reds’ Woodie 
Fryman, who left the ball club July 9 
for personal reasons to return to his 
farm in Ewing, Ky. 


Fryman had a 5-5 record before his 
departure, winning his last three deci­ 
sions in succession. However, his 
earned run average per game is a 
high 5.47. 


Somehow, and somewhere, the Cubs 
need to bolster their pitching staff.

He might also be taking with him 
the club’s hopes for a pennant. 
Team physician, Jacob Suker said 
Sutter was placed on the disabled list 
after being examined by another doc­ 
tor at Northwestern Memorial Hospi­ 
tal. 
Sutter strained a muscle near his 
right armpit earlier in the season and 
was out for about 10 days. He tried to 
make a comeback but apparently re­ 
strained the muscle. 
The Cubs have led the National 
League Eastern Division for more 
than two months. But the lead, once 
substantial, has dwindled to one-half 
game over Philadelphia. Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis are close behind. 
Part of the reason is pitching. 
Rick Reuschel, the team’s top start­ 
er, has been forced out of his last two 
games by muscle spasms. And with 
Sutter gone there has been no one in 
the bullpen to take up the slack. 
Sutter’s effective date on the 21-day 
disabled list was Aug. 2, the club said. 
Sutter’s replacement on the 25-man 
roster will be announced later. 
Character of fans varies by city 


When you really stop to think about it, baseball is like a tornado 
or a hurricane or a flood. 
Here is the great leveler where people from different back­ 
grounds can talk to each other, and in the same language. 
The only other time people seem to freely converse is during 
disasters, and I ’ll take baseball over a tornado every time. 
By being interested in baseball, you can talk about it without 
being rebuffed. The other person will know what you’re talking 
about. 
BASEBALL IS A vicarious form of entertainment. People also 
go to baseball games to socialize. We like crowds. We’re a gregar­ 
ious people. 
What’s happening in Chicago this summer with the baseball 
teams is focusing national attention on the crowds, those fans who 
support the Cubs and White Sox and are stirred into volcanic 
eruptions of sound. 
For every Hal McRae, the Kansas City outfielder who isn’t too- 
happy with the White Sox fans or their players, there are coun­ 
tless others who love to watch this kind of support, this kind of 
passionate enthusiasm. 
Joe Garagiola of NBC-TV couldn’t believe it at Comiskey Park. 
“ I ’VE SEEN EBBETS Field crowds in Brooklyn and I just can’t 
describe this. They just don’t let up. It’s like being in wind 
tunnel with your teen-age daughter’s stereo turned up full blast.” 
“ You know, this can turn into a nightmare,” McRae said, skill­ 
fully planning his candid remarks about the fans and “ bush” play­ 
ers on his last visit to Chicago this summer. 
“ There are a lot of front-runners here in Chicago and they’ll 
turn on the players,” he said. “ All it will take is a losing streak. I 
know I ’ll read it somewhere, where the fans will all be booing 
here.” 
Maybe McRae is right, but I doubt it. He’s probably sorry he 
isn’t playing in a town where there is some life, some fun, where 
the people really get involved. 
“ We have 25,000 in Kansas City and it’s like a morgue,” admit­ 
ted Royals’ manager Whitey Herzog. 
THE PARTICULAR character of fans in different baseball cities 
becomes quickly apparent to anyone who watches many games. 
Unlike an audience in a theater, which is essentially passive,

spectators in baseball are very much a part of the action. And 
they all seem to cheer a little differently in different towns. 
They may even be a little different in Chicago. In his book about 
C h i c a g o 
neighborhoods 
Northwestern 
University 
sociolo­ 
gy professor Alan Hunter compared Cubs and White Sox baseball 
fans. 
“ Right or wrong,” Dr. Hunter wrote, “ Cubs fans feel they have 
more dignity. They feel the Cubs represent a more dignified kind 
of baseball. There are no lights, no exploding scoreboards, no 
gimmicks. 
“ It is a throwback to the old, glory days of baseball. White Sox 
fans feel more experimental, more avant garde.” 
MOST PLAYERS appear to agree that Minnesotans are the poli­ 
test of all fans, the quietest, and, generally speaking, the neatest 
in appearance. They don’t really cheer. They applaud. 
Former major league pitcher Jim Bouton recalled the friendly 
fans of Minnesota: 
‘‘The most threatening statement they’d ever make was, ‘Boy, 
you guys are gonna have trouble with our Twins tonight.’ ” 
Bouton admits he got more kicks from pitching in Boston. He 
says the fans are knowledgeable but different. 


“ TH ERE’S NOTHING like being heckled in a foreign tongue,” 
Bouton says referring to the Boston accent. “ ‘Hey, Bouton, you’re 
gawna get yaw blawk knawcked awf. Yaz is gawna hit two awfa 
you, Bouton!’ ” 
“ I ’d hate going to Boston,” Yankees* slugger Mickey Mantle 
once said. “ I don’t know why. They just don’t act like baseball 
fans up there. They got on me for everything. They’d say silly 
things.” 


In Philadelphia, they are knowledgeable and observant — and 
vicious. The Phillies, as well as the visitors, get some rough ver­ 
bal treatment in Philadelphia when the wolves are aroused. Where 
have you gone, Richie Allen? 
Baseball observers consider St. Louis fans sentimental and 
sportsmanlike. There’s a homey fellowship that could also be 
stressed in connection with Milwaukee. 
They still don’t appear to be baseball fans in Houston — just 
Texans. The Astrodome is the place to go, and the electronic 
scoreboard dictates every cheer and response. The fans seem to 
disconnect themselves from normal reactions when they enter the 
roofed arena. 
“ IN HOUSTON, THE management puts the fans down by telling 
them what to do,” Bouton says. “ Fans would sit on their hands 
until the scoreboard told them to applaud. If the scoreboard was 
late, they wouldn’t know enough to applaud.” 
It is said the stands behind the outfield in Detroit contain better 
arms than those on the field. The tenor of the crowd, however, is 
reasonable, and the team is taken seriously but not quite as a life- 
and-death matter. 
While New York fans think of themselves as the hippest of fans, 
there is an aloofness that shows through. There are the regular, 
fickle fans at Yankee Stadium and the transients. There are the 
passionate Mets’ fans who also used to be compassionate. Times 
do change. 
Another strange place for baseball is Los Angeles, where Bouton 
remembers all the “ Hollywood types” coming out for a game. 
“ SOMETIMES YOU’D be out on the field in uniform thinking 
you were just another interestingly dressed person at a party,” he 
recalls. 
If ever one fan symbolized baseball at its best and worst, it was 
the Dodger fan at Ebbets Field from the 1920s through 1957. 
He was not particularly neat. He wasn’t especially sportsman­ 
like although he did show honest respect for the players. 
But he was dedicated, informed, sharp and above all verbal. He 
was an individualist, superstitious, rude, joyful, long-suffering, en­ 
thusiastic, original. 
Sound familiar? He was, after all, just like our Chicago baseball 
fans.

SOUTH ORANGE, N.J. — “If I had a chance to do it all over 
again, I never would have used tennis to make a social statement.” 
That was a thoughtful Dr. Renee Richards of Newport Beach, 
Calif., speaking after a quarter-final victory Thursday in the 
$85,000 Mutual Benefit Life Open tournament at the Orange Lawn 
Tennis Club. 
“No one can understand the suffering that I have gone through 
during the past 12 months. I had hoped for a gradual social evolu­ 
tion of acceptance, but it didn’t turn out that way.” 
Dr. Richards, an opthalmologist who has undergone a sex- 
change operation but has been denied entry into the major tennis 
events, has obtained a temporary injunction against the U.S. Open, 
requiring the tournament officials to show cause why she should be 
prevented from qualifying for the upcoming Forest Hills event. 
“I would never have embarked on a women’s tennis career,” 
said the former Dr. Richard Raskind. “The penalties I have paid, 
even if I win in court, will not make up for it.” 
Why did she try? “I couldn’t make my statement as a doctor. I 
needed a forum. You can do it in sports, clergy or entertainment 
and for me, it seemed perfectly logical to use tennis. 
“I had hoped that it would not be necessary to go to court. I 
thought I could accomplish eveything under peaceful means. I 
needed support from the American press and didn’t get it. 
“Of course, if the women pros had rallied behind me, that would 
have turned the tide. But why should they? They consider me a 
threat to the prize money.”

Rangers relaxed 
Hunter ‘feels’ the title 


Ask Billy Hunter why his Texas 
Rangers have turned things around so 
drastically in recent weeks and he’ll 
simply look up over his glasses and 
deliver the bottom line.

So he 
chose Eddie Stanky. 


That worked for one game. 
After the victory, Stanky realized 
that he wanted to be close to his fami­ 
ly more than a professional baseball 
team. So Corbett dipped into his own 
organization and tabbed third-base 
coach Connie Ryan. 


THAT WORKED FOR a few games, 
but Ryan liked his job at third base 
better than calling the plays from the 
dugout. So Corbett stayed with his 
idea of hiring a third-base coach. 
He liked it so much that he chose 
Hunter, who’d been standing along the 
left-field line since 1964 with the Balti­ 
more Orioles. Finally, Corbett had a

portantly, one who wanted the Ran­ 
gers. 
“I took the job because I knew this 
team had a lot of talent,” Hunter 
said.

But the talent was being destroyed 
by the confused minds that were con­ 
trolling the bats and gloves. As Hunt­ 
er said, “It’s tough when you have a 
different manager every day.” 


BEING FULLY aware of the situ­ 
ation, Hunter knew that his primary 
goal was to clear some minds. So he 
went back to teaching fundamentals, 
and the basic training is now showing 
its valuable returns. 
“This team was always able to hit, 
but they weren’t scoring a lot of 
runs,” Hunter said. “Lately, we’ve 
been advancing runners more, getting 
a good bunt or a key stolen base.”

Top runners from all over the world 
are expected to race through Chi­ 
cago’s streets, parks and lakefront 
when the first annual Mayor Daley 
Marathon takes place Sept. 25.

4pet’ for racing groom 


How would you like it if your pet 
earned more than $150,000? 
Kathy Walters, 25, is a groom at Ar­ 
lington Park racetrack and her “pet” 
happens to be Special Warmth, the 
likely favorite for Wednesday’s $20,000 
added Cinderella Stakes. 
Special Warmth is a 5-year-old filly 
who came to the racetrack last year 
just like any other two year old — full 
of promise. Only her “promise” de­ 
veloped into reality as the California 
bred Lucky Mike filly won five of nine 
starts including the $100,000 Arlington 
- Washington Lassie Stakes. 
Owned by Westerners Hoss Inman 
and G. B. Gabbert, Special Warmth, a 
beautiful bay filly, has known only 
one groom in her career to date. Ka­ 
thy Walters, a faithful employee of In­ 
man for six years now, has sole 
charge of her in the mornings. 
SHE FEEDS her, rubs her, brushes 
her, and attends to every minute de­ 
tail. Racing fans might notice the at­ 
tractive pompons Special Warmth 
has tied to her mane on race days. 
Kathy makes up those the night be­ 
fore she races. 
“Oh, Kathy just can’t sleep the 
night before a race for Special 
Warmth,” owner-trainer Inman said. 
“That kind of love and dedication is 
good ... a horse can sense it and will 
repond to it.” 
Kathy, along with sister Barbara, 
age 21, left their Norfolk, Neb., home 
six years ago to journey to the racet- 
r a c k in Omaha called Ak-Sar- 
Ben (Nebraska spelled backwards). 
“We were just babysitting to earn 
money and we were getting tired of 
doing that so we looked for something 
different,” Kathy remembered. “We 
got in the car and went to Ak-Sar-Ben 
and the first barn we showed up at 
happened to be Mr. Inman’s. 
“WE ASKED him to hire us and he 
did . . . as hotwalkers earning a little 
over a dollar for every horse we 
walked. He could see we were reliable 
workers and he turned us into grooms 
a short time later.” 
T h e n last year came Special 


Warmth and Kathy has been in sev­ 
enth heaven ever since. 
“Sure it’s made a financial differ­ 
ence to me because I get staked (ex­ 
tra money) every time she wins be­ 
cause I’m her personal groom,” Ka­ 
thy said. 
“You know it’s kind of funny that I 
left home with a job as a babysitter 
for children and now I’m a profes­ 
sional babysitter of horses in a way,” 
Kathy said. 
“SPECIAL Warmth is like a baby 
and a pet at the same time. She’ll 
tease me by biting me and not always 
behaving like she’s supposed to ... 
you know . . . things like not lifting 
her feet to get them cleaned.” 
Special Warmth may not lift her 
feet too punctually in the mornings 
but at the races it’s a different story. 
In her prep race August 1 for the 
upcoming Cinderella, Special Warmth 
breezed to an easy victory, running 
the six furlongs in 1:09 3/5. 
Jockey Sam Maple said after the 
race: “She did it all on her own. I 


never asked her for anything.” 
With six years experience behind 
her, Kathy is smart enough to know 
that good things don’t last forever 
around a racetrack. Eventually, she 
will have to face the day when Special 
Warmth is retired from racing to be­ 
come a broodmare for Inman. 
“I KNOW I’ll cry when that hap­ 
pens,” she said. “I’ll first probably 
try to talk Mr. Inman out of i t . . . but 
I know that horses can't race for­ 
ever.” 
What’s been Kathy’s most unforget- 
t a b l e e x p e r i e n c e with Special 
Warmth? 
“Without any doubt it was the day 
she won the Lassie Stakes last year 
right here at Arlington Park,” she 
said. “Winning a $100,000 race is 
something special and she is some­ 
thing special.” 
By the way, Kathy, on a groom’s 
salary of $150 per week, was “staked” 
$1,000 the day Special Warmth won 
the Lassie. That was something spe­ 
cial too.

PEORIA, 111. (UPI) — The Bradley 
University basketball program, once 
the builder of some of the nation’s top 
teams, is finding itself on the wrong 
end of a battle with the country’s big 
money schools for top players.

Basketball coach Joe Stowell, under 
fire in recent years because top talent 
is no longer drawn to Bradley, said in 
an interview that recruiting is a ma­ 
jor problem for the school because a 
private university with an enrollment 
of 4,000 students cannot offer the facil­ 
ities, incentives or the money to re­ 
cruit that bigger schools do.

Cadillac’s ‘best ever’ 
ride in new Fleetwood

It’s shorter by more than a foot and 
lighter by nearly 1,000 pounds but the 
new and smaller 1977 Cadillac Fleet­ 
wood Broughham still is, by every 
luxury standard, one of the most com­ 
fortable and easy riding cars that you 
can buy at any price. 
The price, in the case of the Fleet­ 
wood four-door sedan that I tested, 
was $12,817 which included $1,271 in 
luxury, safety and convenience op­ 
tions. 
Its length has been reduced from 
233.7 to 221.2 inches. Wheelbase has 
been shortened proportionately from 
133 to 121.5 inches. The downsizing is 
noticeable only on the outside. Inside, 
the new Fleetwood is as roomy as 
ever. 
REA R SEAT legroom is so gener­ 
ous, in fact, that fold-down foot rests 
are attached at the bottom of the 
backs of the adjustable front lounge 
seats so that shorter rear seat passen­ 
gers can ride in more ease. 
As befits one of General Motors’ 
most expensive cars, the interior trim 
is ultra-luxurious. The cushioned seats 
in the test car were covered with a 
rivh velvet-soft fabric. 
Rear seat passengers have individ­ 
ual over-the-shoulder reading lamps; 
the front passenger has an illumi­ 
nated visor mirror. All have individ­ 
ual ash trays and cigaret lighters. 


I THOUGHT THE ride in the new 
Fleetwood is Cadillac’s best ever. It is 
quiet, soft and at medium speeds, 
completely controlled. Not designed 
as a sporty car, the Fleetwood’s sus­ 
pension seems better controlled on 
badly rutted roads although there still 
is more bounce than cushion-softness 
under those conditions. 
All in all, it’s still a ride that Cadil­ 
lac owners have wanted and bought 
for many years. 
The only engine available is a four- 
barrel 425 cubic inch V-8. In simu­ 
lated driving tests, EPA rated the en­ 
gine at 14 miles per gallon in the city 
and 18 on the highway. 
Those are still among the lower 
EPA ratings but a great improvement 
over EP A ’s original 1974 rating of the 
Fleetwood at 8.7 miles per gallon. 
UNDER ACTUAL driving condi­ 
tions, I averaged 14.3 miles per gallon 
in combined city and suburban driv­ 
ing and 18.2 miles per gallon on a 105 
mile highway run at a steady 55 miles 
an hour. My overall average in a 
week of driving was 15.1 miles per 
gallon. 
The car would accelerate from zero 
to 50 miles an hour in 10.3 seconds 
and from 30 to 50 in 6.5 seconds. 
Power steering and power brakes 
are standard on the Fleetwood. Its 
four-wheel disc brakes were an op­ 
tion.
